the appointment of one ef their young-’ 
er sons a@ permahént-suv-émperor of 
India, and the careful training® and 
education of the boy for that purpose. 
Moreover, I am informed that the king 
would like to see all the great self- 
governing colonies ruled by members 
of his immediate family as viceroys. 

There are, of course, Many reasons 
apparent to make such an arrange- 
ment desirable, but two are given 
which overshadow all the rest. The 
first is the king's desire to increase 
the power of the crown, which has 
been evident in many comparattvely 
trifling matters since he came to the 
throne, and the second is his often 
expressed belief that even a prince 
ought to earn his living. Etiquette 
forbids his doing so in trade or a pro- 
fession, and his rank its a hindrance 
rather than a help tn the military and 
naval services. What better job could 
be found for him than ruling or pre- 
siding as the representative of the 
king over one of England's far-famed 
possessions? 

King George Wants Power. 

Every one who has been in touch 
with the court during the last year 
knows that King George has a some- 
what different view of kingship from 
that held by his grandmother, Queen 
Victoria, or even by his father, King 
Fidward.. Ever since the days of the 
Stuarts the power of the throne has 
been declining. James II was practi- 
cally an absolute monarch. His suc- 
cessor, William of Orange, exercised 
almost as much real power, and Queen 
Anne was also a queen in fact as well 
as in name. With the coming of the 
first George, however, the situation 
began to change. The English nobles 
resented the idea of being ruled by 
a foreigner, and using the old whig 
party as an instrument, they proceed- 
e4 to limit the power of the throne 
in every possible way and reduce its 
occupant to the position of a figure- 
head. The early Georges, by combin- 
ing with the smaller country gentle- 
men who formed the bulk of the tory 
party in those days, managed to put 
up a fairly good fight for power, but 
it was a losing one, and by the time 
that William IV came on the scene 
the king had been shorn of pretty 
nearly all but the semblance of pow- 
er. Queen Victoria's strength lay 
more in personal influence and wom- 
anly common sensé than In any con- 
stitutional authority to enforce her 
will upon her ministers. 

King Edward had larger ideas of 
the rights and duties of a king than 
his mother, but he was not strenuous, 
and moreover, came to the throne too 
late in Life to accomplish much. He 
did sOmething to restore the roval 
dignity and influence, but he did it 
by tact and diplomacy, and was always 
careful to avoid any appearance of 
trying to influence the course of public 
affairs. 

Now, however, we have a young and 
vigorous king who believes in himself 

d his mission and isn't to be with- 

ela from pursuing his ideas actively. 
This does not mean that King George 
hopes t9 become something of an au- 
tocrat like his cousin, the Kaiser—he 
is far too sensible for that, and he 
knows that the English people would 
not stand it—but he is determined to 
exercise all the power that the flexible 
British constitution allows him and to 
restore the kingship to its theoretical 
place aS one of the three equally pow- 
erful estates of the realm. 

He Interferes in Politics. 

So far he has interfered actively in 
political matters more than once, 
when his grandmother or his father 
presumably would have kept off. The 
most conspicuous instance was in the 
case of the parliament bill abolishing 
the vote of the house of lords. I am 
in a position to state that it was the 
personal influence of the king that in- 
duced Arthur Balfour and Lord Lans- 
downe to call off the opposition to the 
bill by their followers in the house of 
lords, and even to send some of them 
into the lobbies to save it from defeat 
by the “wild men” of the party. The 
King felt that the rejection of the bill 
by the lords might lead to much more 
drastic measures tn which the crown 
would suffer equally with the neers. 
‘and he threatened that !f the lords did 
not reject it he would not hesitate to 
side with the commons and sign a bill 
abolishing the lords altogether, 

The plan for appointing one of his 
sons permanent viceroy of India, how- 
ever, has much more to recommend it 
than its Influence in the. aggrandize- 
ment of the power of the crown. In- 
dia is one of the most difficult partis 
ef the empire to govern, because of 


[are two more sons, 


the grand manner, al! right, but it

roy; Lerd Hardinge, had @ tong ap- 
prepticeship at ‘the foreign office and 
apparently deals smoothly with the 
prond. native chiefs and princes. But 
there would be no doubt about the 
rank. of king-emperor’s own son, and 
the great princes of India would not 
feel that they were being humiliated 
by being asked to do homage to him, 
Another advantage would be that the 
boy weuld be specially trained for the 
niceties of the job and would not have 
to learn them, as present viceroys do, 
after his arrival in India. 
The Boy for the Post. 

The boy whom King George has in 
mind for the post is his third son, 
Prince Henry, who is now 11 years old, 
and ts still in the hands of the royal 
tutor, Mr. Hansell. He is a bright child 
and his father believes that if his edu- 
cation were undertaken now with the 
definite end of the Indian vicerovalty 
in view, he would be ready to go out 
when he comes of age, or at any rate, 
a year or two later. His second son, 
Prince Albert, is designed for the Can- 
adian post, I believe, if the duke of 
Connaught makes goed. He is 16 years 
old now, and is a naval cadet. After 
a year or so at sea he will enter the 
army and may attend one of the uni- 
versities for a term or two. There 
Prince George, 9 
years old, and Prince John, 6 years 
old, who would do for Australia and 
South Africa if the Canadian experi- 
ment succeeds. 

The institution of a royal viceroy 
would mean a change in the adminis- 
trative government of India. At pres- 
ent the viceroyalty is a political office 
and the viceroy exercises a good deal 
of direct administrative power. That 
probably would be delegated to a sort 
of prime minister, who would be in 
Sympathy with the political party in 
power at home, and who might be 
either president of the Indian council 
or an active chief secretary. It is not 
unlikely, however, that by the time 
the young prince is ready for the job, 
India’ may have received a much 
larger ‘measure of self-government 
than she has at present, and that the 
viceroy may assume much the same 
relation to an Indian parliament that 
the King holds to the parliament at 
home, 

Another significant feature of the 
plan for the appointment of royal vice- 
roys is that it impliés recognition of 
the fact that the. strongest bond be- 
tween the different states of the Brit- 
ish empire is the crown. Can the great 
free children of the empire be blamed 
if they should resent the visitation of 
vice-kings who have no other claim 
to the glory than as a reward for po- 
litical. services in England? But as 
long as the bond of the crown contin- 
ues they can make no objection to a 
son of the king, who, by that fact, 
is removed from the possibility of any 
political bias, 

So far King George has discussed 
his plan with only a few of his inti- 
mates and with his leading ministers, 
and I believe this is the first time it 
has appeared in print.

IKING AND QUEEN 


SAIL FOR INDIA 


They Will Be Crowned at the 
Imperial Durbar in 


Delhi. 


London, November 11.—King George 
and Queen Mary left London this morn- 
ing en route to Indian for the imperial 
durbar to take place in Delhi next 
month. 

Accompanied by the Prince of Wales 
and Princess Mary and escorted by jm- 
perial horse guards, the king and queen 
drove in an open carriage by a round- 
about way to Victoria station. 

The streets were lined with people 
who gave the royal party an enthu- 
Siastic send off. There was a great 
gathering at the station, those who 
had come to say farewell including 
Queen Mother Alexandra.

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STOLEN $422,060

The fact that the actual sum stolen 
by Rothschild was $422,000, and not 
$270,000, is said to have been revealed 
in a confession made by 
wife in St. Lcuis, where she is now liv- 
ing, having married again.

deposit vault in Jersey City, but the 
former Mrs. Rothschild declares she 
cannot recall the name of the bank. 
It is believed that the records of the 
safety deposit companies must show 
the transaction. 

Rothschild came to New York from 
Cincinnati about twenty years ago, and 
for many years was a familiar figure 
at resorts where gambling for high 
stakes was an amusement. He em- 
barked in the banking business and 
various promoting schemes. 

Detectives started to visit the Corn 
Exchange Bank here today in search 
of the Rothschild treasure, but before 
they arrived the superintendent of the 
bpank’s vaults announced that the mon- 
ey Rothschild had deposited there had 
been taken away the next day. 

According to the widow, thig deposit 
amounted to $237,000. It was made 
on April 1l, 3904 District Attorney 
Whitman has learned that Rothschild 
took $12,000 from the Federal Bank 
here the day before this, deposit was 
made, and that, he rest of the 
was depsited in Jersey City.

And by local option 
I mean precisely and exactly this; that 
every county in Georgia shall settle 
for itself by a majority vote of its own 
people whether or not intoxicating 
liquors of any kind shall be sold with- 
in its borders, and they shall decide 
for themselves severally as to the mat- 
ter and under what regulations the 
traffic in intoxicating liquors shall be 
conducted, if at all. In declaring for 
local option I am standing consistently 


‘by a record of thirty years since local 
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option was first proposed in Georgia as 
a means of preventing the evils of in- 
temperance and diminishing the use of 
intoxicants. With me the question is 
not one of liquor, but of human liberty. 
1 can, in a measure, understand how 
a prohibitionist or an anti-prohibition- 
ist who is not a democrat can be op- 
posed to local option, but I cannot see 
how any Georgian, who is a democrat 
indeed, and as such is true to the tra- 
ditions and fundamental principles of 
the democratic pafty from its birth, 
can oppose local option as to any sub- 
ject which effects the individual rights 
of the citizen as to his personal habits 
and home life. As related to the sale 
of liquors, a local optionist may be 
either a prohibitionist or an anti-pro- 
hibitionist, but he is always a demo- 
crat, because he accords to the man 
who may differ with him the same 
right to a voice and share in the gov-) 
ernment as he claims for himself. But 
the man, be he prohibitionist or anti- 
prohibitionist. who would seal the 
mouths of his fellow-citizens forever 
and deprive a free born white man of 
the rirht of at least civine his consent 
to a law which would abridge any of 
the natural rights of a freeman, is not. 
in my opinion. a democrat. 
Local Option Democratic. 

I’emocracy, from its very derivation, 
means the power or rule of the people. 
[ am aware, a studied effort has been 
made to place a new and unheard of 
meaning upon the term local option, 
and that it is freely asserted that any 
man who favors local option is a whis- 
ky man. This attempt upon the part 
of the adherents of the presént politi- 
cal prohibition bill to supply by a term 
of reproach what they lack in argu- 
ment, requires no further comment 
than to say that those to whom such 
clap-trap commends itself, if they are 
really intelligent enough to know the 
meaning of the word local option, will 
receive the contempt of all fair-minded 
men. 

Implanted in Code. 

Nothing is more firmly implanted in 
the code of Georgia than the principle 
of local option. Recognizing the coun- 
ty as*the unit of state government, and 
wisely delegating to each county the 
regulation of its own internal affairs, 
preserves home rule. Nothing’ else 
will The term local option has no 
special reference to the sale of liquor. 
For by local option, and the settlement 
by the people of each county at the 
ballot box, we have local option ag to 
stock law or fence law, as to systems 
of local schools, as to different systems 
of road law, as to local taxation, and 
the creation of bonded indebtedness, 
provided it does not exceed the consti- 
tutional limit. As to all of these mat- 
ters, and others which might be named, 
the people of each county in Georgia 
by local option determine what is best 
suited for that county in its peculiar 
situation. For many years local op- 
tion has been the fixed policy of Geor- 
sia as to every matter of internal reg- 
ulation which affected a county. The 
regulation and control, or the prohi- 
bition of the sale of intoxicants, was 
recognized thirty years ago as‘a proper 
subject for local option. This view 
was urged by those democrats who fa- 
vored prohibition, and it was at the 
instance of those who wished to dimin- 
ish the evils of intemperance that the 
local option law was passed. In 1882, 
1883. 1884 and 1885, as the representa- 
tive from Clarke county, I supported 
the leecal option bill introduced by Hon. 
Charles R. Pringle, each time that he 
introduced it, and stood by the propo- 
sition when it was defeated as well as 
when it finally passed. Before the long 
four years’ fight which finally ended 
in the passage of Mr. Pringle’s local 
option bill was concluded, on my own 
motian, I had passed a special local 


option bill to be submitted toe the oer 


ple of Clarke county. 


Always fer Local Opticon. 

I did not support local option for any 
Treason other than because I was a 
democrat, and I believed then, as I be- 
lieve now, not only in the right but in 
the ability of the people of a eounty 
to govern themselves by regulating ac- 
oording: to their own juagment, the 
conduct of their internal affairs. I 
stood then, as I stand now, for the 
immutable, imperishab!e, ever essen- 
tial principle of local self-government 
and home rule. If the two cardinal 
principles of Thomas Jefferson, that 
local self-government is the esse:ce 
of democracy, and that a!] just laws 
derive their powers from the consent 
of the governed, were true and as-« 
sented when he proclaimed them, then 
they are still true. No lapse of time, 
no change of cond:tion, no specious ar- 
gument, no hypocrisy, and no anount 
of unmerited abuse can destroy 
an immortal truth. Certainly 
none of these nor all of 
them combined should be suffered 
to deprive the humbiest citizen of his 
rights as a freeman and a democrat. 
Convinced as I am by mature experi- 
ence that local option affords the best 
solution of the liquor question, and 
roud as I am that every fiber of my 
eing is democratic to the core, I am 
prouder still that the issue which has 
been raised jn thig campaign affords 
me the glorious privilege of being at 
once the champion of the people’s 
rights and an advocate of a law 
whose morality shall be placed upon 
the highest plane, and which can be 
effective because it rests upon the con- 
Sent of the governed. — 


' Not a Whisky Man. 
With a contempt of which their 
Small souls are incapable of under- 
standing, I hurl back into the teeth of 
the hypocrites who have made it, the 
Slanderous charge that I am a whisky 
man. I invite the attention of all fair- 
minded men to my reco.d as legislacor, 
solicitor general and judge of the su- 
perior and appellate courts, and I fear- 
lessly invite a comparison even of my 
personal life with that of my de-. 


tractors, 

My personal views as to what course 
should be pursued by any particular 
county under local option are, of 
course, outside of the issue, and my 
frankness in expressing them on some 
occasions in the past seems to have 
been so avused and purposely con- 
fused and misrepresented as to becloud 
the great issue which I have presented 
that, I shali make no reference to 
them. My inuividual ideas as to de- 
tails of regulation are utterlv unim- 
portant when compared with the great 
underlying democratic princi,le of 
government for which I am contend- 
ing. As fellow democrats we might 
disagree as to details, but if we are 
democrats at all we stand together in 
favor of the principle of local option. 
[am not making any appeal for sup- 
port to law-vreaaers, nor seeking the 
votes of the criminal class. I want to 
make an appeal to the hearts and con- 
sciences of the thoughtful citizens and 
taxpayers of this great old state, to 
the fathers and the mothers and to the 
young men who are frank and 
straightforward and honest and not 
Sneaks and hypocrites. I ask the care- 
ful consideration of every man, no 
matter what his calling, who desires 
safety of life, liberty and property, and 
a government of law, decency and or- 
der. And simce I am criticised for 
preferring the regulation of the liquor 
traffic by local option rather than by 
the prohibition legislat on now in force 
in Georgia, I ask you patiently to com- 
pare the two .awWs and the effect of 
each. I am not opposed to temper- 
ance, I am not opposed to regulation, 
I am not opposed to prohibition in a 
county that wants prohibition. I put 
my canvass upon the highest plane 
possible for a@ mortal man, and that is 
we should have this great evil con- 
trolled, and I think I propose some- 
thing better than what you hive. Un- 
der the local <ption bill if the ma- 
jority of the voters of a county voted 
against the sale of intoxicating liquors 
then it became unlawful for any one to 
sell, barter or exchange for any con- 
sideration any  atcoholic,'§= spirituous, 
malt, vinous or intoxicating lMwuors. 
This was a sincere and real prohibi- 
tion bill, and the law could be en- 
forced, because it had behind it the 
public sentiment of the community and 
a consciousness even on the part of the 
minority that the will of the majority 
should by rights be the law. Under 
this law 120 counties in Georgia adopt- 
ed prohibition as their method of po- 
lice reguiation in* regard to the liquor 
traffic, and when the people thus made 
the law for themselves it was fairly 
well enforced. 

They felt an interest in its enforce- 
ment because it was their law. The 
right of the peovle to rule was the 
great underlying principle in the local 
option bill, 190r was there then any 
question that the people had sufficient 


{intelligence to decide the question for 


their best interest not only materially 
but morally. I revolt at the thought 
that after thirty years of advancement 
along every line of general Intelli- 
gence, and after millions have bee. 
epent-in this state for popular ed- 
ucation, as well as for the mainten- 
ance of the gospel, that our people 
have now sunk to so low a scale that 
they are considered less worthy and 
more incapable of discharging the du- 
ties of citizenship than they were 
thirty véears ago; especially when we 
consider that by the passage of the 
disfranchisement law we have elimi- 
nated at least to a very large degree 
the most vicious and venal element in 
our society, the negro voters, 

The Sale of Liquor. 

We are now told by some prohibi- 
ticnists that while local optiun was a 
good enough positior for the prohibi- 
hitionists in 1882 and°1885, that no 
true moralist nor consistent prohibi- 
ticnist can.now indorse it for the 
reason thet the statewide prohibition 
law, which was enactec, is a great 
step forward, [ deny this proposition 
in toto. In my opinion, anyve move- 
ment which seeks to Jessen or cirsum- 
scribe the rizht of the citizen to par- 
ticipate in «he government is a step 
backward instead of forward. The 
whole trend of advanced modern civi- 
lization 1s to bring the power o7 gov- 
ernment closer to the people rather 
than to deprive the people of this 
right. What @ travesty upon the ad- 
tancement of which we are accustom- 
¢d to boast when we confess that the 
white voters of the state are eithar 
too ignorant or toq immoral to be 
trusted to s3sy whether ap _e$ article, 
which is recognized the world over as 
a legitimate subject of commerce, can 
or cannot be sold in any locality in 
the state, no matter what may be th3 
conditions that environ that particu- 
lar locality, and which might prop- 
erly influence the decision of the ques- 
tion as to that (iocality. 

I deny that either the cause of 
gzced goverument or of temp2ranze 
took a great forward movement in 
the passage of the act of 1907 gener- 
elly known as the general prohibition 
law, and I assert that as a prohibitio.1 
law it is a farce, with the revenue 
attachments which the same general 
assembly grafted upon it. Whatever 
else may be said cf the law as a 
whole, it 's a misnomer to cal! it a 
prohibition law. So far from the gen.- 
eral aSsembly of !807 having taken 
any forward step in tae interest of 
good government by depriving the 
People of any expression upon the 
liquor traffic, from my standpoint, the 
passage of that law was a step back- 
ward in the direction of class legisla- 
tion and inquisitorial methods that 
oppressed our forefathers 100 vears 
ago. 

I favor the submission of the liquor 
question, as all other questions, to the 
people because the only forward step 
that is ever taken in public institu- 
tions is when the people are accorded 
greater liberty of action in the con- 
trol of thir own affairs, and the 
reccgnition of the right of the people 
to rule is always and everywhere the 
highest evidence of their advance- 
ment. The withdrawal of nower from 
the people can only be sanctioned upon 
the theory that the people themselves 
are incapabl- of self government, an4 
popular rights are always the greatest 
where the people are the most intell‘- 
gent. Statewide prohibition was net 
an issue in the campaign of 1906. No 
eandidate for soverner hinted a: it. 
and the question was n: 
selection of members of 
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eral assembly. For this reason the 
reversal of rolicy involved in the 
passage of this act, without the ad- 
vice or consent of the voters, who 
were never consulted, was, in miv 
judgment, a long step backward in- 
Stead of a forward movement. 


The Present Law. 

The local option law of 1885 was de- 
signed to prevent the evils of intem- 
perance, and so states in its caption. 
Where it was passed by the people of 
a county as a police regulation, it was 
so effective that it was adopted by the 
vast majority of the counties of Geor- 
gia and as in other matters of police 
regulation it was effective because it 
was supported by the expressed will of 
the people who were affected by it. The 
present so-called prohibition law, 
which is said to be too sacred to be 
criticised, is of purely political origin. 
It was begotten by political artifice, 
conceived in stealth, and ushered into 
the world as a snap judgment which 
licensed by force the voice of any hum- 
ble citizen who might dare to protest 
against it. I am not of that number 
who, think that even the loftiest end 
justifies the use of ignoble means for 
its achievement. The legislators who 
passed the Act of 1907 were elected 
in the campaign of 1906. 
paign the passage of a state-wide pro- 
hibition law was not hinted at. 

The issue of repealing a system of 
local option with regard to the traffic 
of intoxicating liquors which had been 
implanted as a policy of the state for 
nearly a generation and of substitut- 
ing prohibition in its place and thereby 
depriving the individual citizen of any 
right whatever to express his views 
upon the subject, was not submitted 
to the voters of the state even indi- 
rectly. If any pledges were extorted 
they were surreptitiously obtained. I 
do not care to comment -upon this 
dark-lantern form of politics, which 
imposed upon the confidence of at least 
a large part of the voters, who, if they 
had known the candidate for the gen- 
eral assembly was pledged to state- 
wide prohibition would have voted for 
him. The passage of this law depriving 
some of the counties of the right to 
regulate the sale of intoxicating 
liquors without their consent and thus

what the legislature has given us. Let 


us tenderly examine this oracle of the; vices by which intoxicating liquor can 


law. that we dare not tuuch with im- 
pious hands. It is a Janus-faced, two- 
sided affair. In front it stands out 
ostensibly as a most drastic measure 
designed to absolutely prohibit 
only the traffic, but the use of all in- 
toxicants of whatever name or nature. 
It goes further; it diminishes the uses 
to which our orchards and our vinyards 
can be put by rendering them worth- 
less so far as the manufacture of any 
fluid in any degree intoxicating may 
be concerned. It does not stop there. 
It makes a criminal of the 
housewife who may dare to make a 
bottle of wine from her grapes or an 
ounce of cordial from her blackberries. 
The puritanical soul of old Praise 
God Barebones might shout for joy at 
this infusion of the Massachusetts 
spirit into our Georgia laws, but the 
legislature of 1907 knew that their 
archaeic production (though it might 
have been well fitted to the Puritans 
of 1650) was not likely to be longer- 
lived than Jonah’s gourds when applied 
to the liberty loving Anglo-Saxon 
cavaliers of Georgia, and so they add- 
ed by way of provision for revenue 
another side to the politica’ scheme. 
, Locker Clubs and Beer. 

Twins were born; locker clubs and 
near beer. The locker club was design- 
ed to provide an avenue for the rich 
and cultivated gentleman who would 
not tamely submit to the stringent reg- 
ulation of old New England. 
‘near beer’ denominated in the law as 
an imitation and substitute was

gentle ' 
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other hand, if an humble laborer should 
receive a sudden injury and need a 
stimulant to enable him to bear a dead- 
ly shock until he can be conveyed to 
a hospital, he is remitted to the ten- 
der mercies of the consciousless blind 
tiger, or the soulless boot-legger, who 
will sell him a chemical compound 
beaded with ball potash and guaran- 
teed to kill at forty yards. 


Heartless Inequality. 


And such heartless inequality is 
sanctioned and glorified in the name of 
democracy and temperance. Then a 
license is issued for a “near beer” sa- 
loon, and if the law is actually obeyed 
the dealer is required to have an imi- 
tation beer only partially brewed that 
will tan the mucous membrane of his 
Stomach, produce nausea, sickness and 
death. Our statute boasts of its hy- 
pocrisy and gloats over the dissimu- 
lation and deception by requiring the 
decoction that is sold to be an imita- 
tion and an attempted substitute. As 
compared to the real prohibition law 
that we had under local option and 
the prohibition law we now have, it 
can well be said that the act of 1907 
is itself only an imitation and a sub- 
stitute, 

I have never said that no prohibition 
law could be enforced. I have often 
said, and I desire to repeat it now with 
emphasis, that the so-called prohibi- 
tion law of Georgia is a farca I favor 
the enforcement of every law upon the 
Statute books as long as it is a law. 
But certainly I am entitled to a right 
which cannot be denied even the hum- 
blest citizen of our state; the right to 
protest against an unjust law, and of 
moving for its repeal. It is the duty 
of every judge to enforce the law as it 
is written, but no official cre ma pg no 
insignia of office can rightfully de- 
prive the man and the citizen of his 
just rights as such. 

Present Law a Farce, 


[I have inviteg a comparison be- 
tween the effect of the prohibition law 
in force prior to the act of 1907, and 
the result since the passage of the 
general prohibition law. At the time 
the genera) prohibition law was pass- 
ed prohibition prevailed in more than 
120 counties, and in many of these 
counties the law is well enforced be- 
cause there was a public sentiment 
behind it. It can readily be seen, 
therefore, that the only possible rea- 
son for the passage of the state-wide 
prohibition law was to affect thoge 
counties which had not adopted pro- 
hibition under local option, ang if pro- 
hibition was what the 120 counties 
needed they already had it. What has 
been the result in the remaining coun- 
ties? Instead of saloons from which 
the state derived a revenue, there has 
been a multiplication of various de- 


be sold, and the genera] effect of this 
disregarg of the law in the counties 
in which there is not sufficient senti- 
ment to support the prohibition law 
has been to teach disregard of law 
and contempt of law in counties in 
which prior to the passage of 1907 the 
prohibition law was fairly well en- 
forced. It is not my purpose to aid 
in putting the sale of liquor upon any 
county that does not desire it to be 
sold, or upon any county which had 
prohibition before the passage of the 
act of 1907, unless a majority of its 
own voters so decide, but conceding 
that the law is effective and effectua! 
in al] of these, more than 100 coun- 
ties, what is the result of the passage 
of the sacred act of 1907? 

As I see it, it is merely the transfer 
of the liquor business necessary to 
supply the uses of the people of this 
state from the control of our laws to 
the control of the laws of other states 
in which we have no voice and no con- 
cern. I would not mention the sub- 
ject of revenue as effecting this ques- 
tion if the act accomplished any good, 
because I, for one, would be willing 
to sacrifice revenue for monal uplift. 
But with the state cramped for funds, 
with our people groaning under the 
highest tax rate permitteq by the 
constitution, with\ one of the highest 
percentages of illiteracy in the union, 
our teachers underpaid and not 
promptly paid, and yet with no bene- 


‘fits in return, tHe question is present- 
‘ed to every serious mind whether a 


thought good, enough to alleviate the} 


pangs of the thirsty poor. Prohibition 
itself, the real article, Was reserved 
only for the hypocritical jug-wump 
who betakes himself to the secrecy of 
his closet and inspects the contents of 
a package from Jacksonville or Chat- 
tanooga instead of saying his prayers. 
Thus we have the spectacle of a law 
never designed to prohibit the use of 
intoxicating liquors except upon the 
part of those too ignorant to Know 
how to obtain intoxicating liquors, or 
too poor to pay for it. If there ever 
was a piece of legislation obnoxious 
to every sentiment of justice and fair 
play, and absolutely repulsive as class 
legislation, it is the so-called prohibi- 
tion law. I have already called atten- 
tion to the fact that under the provi- 
sions of the local option law, when a 
county adopted prohibition, it got the 
real thing. Under the present prohibi- 
tion law it is within the power of any 
number of gentlemen, either real or 
so-called, to organize a locker club 
where unlimited quantities of liquor 
can be dispensed. Provided that the 
purposes of the club are purely social, 
all other rules for the government of

Thus is the tve of 
liquor made easy to thos¢ who should 
be. models of temptrance, Qn thé 
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better solution cannot be presented 
than is affordeq by the act of 1907. 
Most candid prohibitionists with whom 
I have talkeg are thoroughly dissatis- 
fied with the present law. The pro- 
hibitionists were undisputed masters 
of the legislature in 1907, and the 
general prohibition law of 1907 was 
their solution of the question. They 
have had their day in court. Their ex- 
periment has been fully tried out. It 
matters not whether it has been a 
failure or partially a success. Cer- 
tainly no candid, impartial mind will 


‘object to a different solution of the 


question if his judgment approves it as 
being something better than what we 


‘have, ang especially must this be true 
|unless it be conceded that the people 
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have no right to have a say so in the 
premises. 
The State’s Duty. 

If it be conceded that any cpnsidera- 
ble quantity of intoxicating liquor is 
consumed bv our citizens, I conten4 
that the state should see to it that the 
quality -of this stuff shall not be such 
as to damage those who use it or en- 
danger their lives, or permit the pur- 
chaser to be defrauded and cheated by 
receiving in exchange for his money a 
worthless chemical decoction. Every 
drop of an intoxicating fluid which is 


‘sold to our citizens ard consumed by 


them should be submitted to analysis 
and inspected under the supervision of 
the state; and yet with every railroad 
and express train bringing vast 
streams of intoxicating liquor into 
Georgia the state is unable to control 
its quality any more than its quautity, 
and our citizens by the thouscnds are 
being debauched alivele lly as well as 
morally. We can not Inspect any of 
the liquor which may .be bougnt by 
our citizens or condemn it because it 
is outlawed. No principle of law is 
better settled than that outlawry and 
regulation are absolutelv inconsistent 
and inc@mpatible with each other. In 
connection with any provision of law 
which may authorize the citizens of 
any county in this state to leagilize 
the sale of intoxicants under strict 
regulations, I shail favor a rigid an- 
alysis and inspection by swuvurn in- 
Spectors of all intoxicants which may 
be sold in this state, and the destruc- 
tion of any liquors which may not be 
pure. 

It is a mockery to talk of protecting 
the ‘poor drunkard and yet cvunsent. to 
his killing himself by poison. None of 
our people should be detrauued and 
cheated in the purchase of stimulants, 
nor their lives and heaith be endan- 
gered by vile chemical] decoctions. 

If it be said that the present prohi- 
bition law was designed to protect the 
wives and the children of the man who 
is so weak and so heartless as to not 
care for the children of his own body, 
and the wite of hisown bosom, I would 
suggest a far more effective plan than 
the mere attempt to place the base of 
supplies for such a creature out of his 
reach in Jacksonvi:le er Cha.tano. ga. 
Let a law be passed vy which any hus- 
band or father, whoa is able to work, 
and who, on account of drunkenness, 
fails to support his wife or chilaren, 
will be guiity of a misdemeanor pun- 
ishable by imprisonment from one to 
twelve months without the alternative 
of a fine, and with provision that the 
value of his service upon the public 
works shall be paid weekly by the 
county authorities for the support of 
his family, and you will per:orm a 
more substantial service to the help- 
less family than can be derived from 
mére expression of sympathy. No pro- 
hibition law will prevent the heartless 
husband or father from spending in 
other ways the earnings which he 
should give his w..e and children, but 
the law I. suggest will accomplish 
three things. It w-ll prevent the wife 
from sacrificing herself to pay a fine. 
It will put the inebriate whére he can 
not get whisky and it will provide 
support for his family. 

Fellew citizens, I am in favor of the 
enforcement of every law until it is 
repealed, but I am also in favor of the 
passage of sound, practical, straight- 
forward, honest laws which meet the 
approval of the best public sentiment. 
I am opposed to the passage of hyp- 
ocritical, deceitful, double dealing 
laws, and if such are on the statute 
books I favor their repeal. I am not 
in favor of more whisky in Georg.a. 
Those who buy and use it alone are 
responsible if there are any intoxicat- 
ing liquids in Georgia. For without 
buyers there can be no sellers. It 
takes tWo parties to make a contract 
of sale, and I have always believed 
that if wie purpose of the prohibitory 
staute was to prevent the use of in- 
toxicants, and the sale of whisky was 
a crime, then the buyer should be 
just as guilty as the seller. This is 
true of every other act which is made 
a criminal offense by law where it re- 
quires a concurrent action of two par- 
ties to commit the offense. 

I am in favor of having a much 
smaller quantity of intoxicating liquors 
ccnsumed in Georgia than we have 
been buying in recent years, but we 
should see to it that whatever intoxi- 
cating liquor is consumed it will be 
of a far purer and better’ quality than 
is now being sold to our helpless citi- 
zens. 

When I consider that our citizens are 
overburdened by taxation, which has 
gone to the extreme constitutional lim- 
it; when I consided that the finances of 
the state are in an embarrassed condi- 
tion, and the state administration crip- 
pled for the want of funds; when I 
consided the apparent impossibility of 
giving the children of the state those 
educational advantages which they de- 
serve, and then consider that Georgia 
is losing perhops two millions of dol- 
lars annually in license taxes to say 
nothing of intoxicants which pour into 
our state by day and by night, and 
which, under the constitution of the 
United States, cannot be stopped and 
will never cease until our people vol- 
untarily stop buying, I for one must 
protest, and in the name of the best 
interest of Georgia demand a change. 
As Nero of old fiddled while Rome was 
burning, so Georgia is whistling while 
her resources slip through her fingers. 
Honesty and truth are immolated on 
the altar of a shameless hyprocrisy, 
and we flaunt a living lie in the pres- 
ence of high heaven when we proclaim 
that we have either a prohibition law, 
or prohibition itself in the state as a 
whole. 

Having stated my views on the pend- 
ing issues in the present campaign so 
plainly that I hope they cannot be mis- 
understood, I beg to be permitted to 
call attention to some matters by which 
it has sought to prejudice my candi- 
dacy and which may properly be desig- 
nated as campaign lies. 

Regarding Preachers, 


The statement has been made that In 
one of my speeches I attacked the min- 
isters of the gospel without exception 
ag “pot-fed priests.” To those who 
know me and my private life, and my 
relationship to a number of ministers, 
it is unnecessary for me to say that 
this report was without foundation. So 
far from using the expression, “pot- 
fed priests.” I do not know that I ever 
heard or saw this phrase until I saw it 
in the newspapers. I did intimate in 
my speech (and I now repeat) that 
there are some who wear the garb and 
office of a minister who use “the liver 
of heaven to serve the devi) in,” and 
whose hearts are devoid of that which 
truly makes ministers of the gospel. 
They live on sensationalism, and array- 
ing the minds of their listeners by ap- 
peals to prejudice. To such I did ap- 
ply the contemptuous epithet of “stall- 
fed preachers,” because such are in 
the profession, not from any. call .of 
God, but merely for the purpose of 
making a living more easily in this 
way than they can in any other. And 
even this epithet did not half express 
the contempt which I feel for those 
who would thus prostitute the holiest 
of callings, and I am sure the people of 
Georgia, who know and have seen 
just such men, join me ir this feeling 
of contempt. In the same connection, 
however, I drew a comparison between 
such men and the really sanctified 
men of God who have conseécrat- 
ed their whole hearts and lives to 
His service. 

For the church, for all it stands for, 
its better movements for the uplift 
of mankind, and for the spread of the 
simple gospel of Christ, and for ail its 
ministers who are true to its purposes, 
I have not only the utmost respect, 
but the profoundest reverence, and is 
I said to my interrogator at Daw- 
son, after drawing as best I covld a 
picture of each class, it was not for 
me to say to which class he belonged. 


Tribute to Clergy. 

The vast majority of our preachers 
are men of honest purpose and of 
noble hearts, and for them, whéther 
they agree or disagree with ine upon 
any proposition, political or oiuerwise, 
I Lave no word of disrespect. I ‘féél 
honored to claim the personal] friend- 
ship of many such ministers of the 
gospel, and many of those who will 
vote for me at the election are preach- 
ers. There are others who honestly, 
but, as I believe, unthinkingly and 
without good reason, are opposing me, 
and yet for none of these, if they are 
honest and fair in their statements, 
have I the slightest unkind werd or 
feeling. I only regret they cannot see 
as I see, that in the enactment of what 
i¢ known as the present prohibition 
law, as it was enacted, a fatal mistake 
was made, and a serious blunder was 
enacted. 

. In Conclusten. 

The governor of this great state 
should have a clear head, a heart void 
of offense toward his fellow men, and 
an eye single to the welfare of the 
people. The governor of Georgia shveuld 


| be a just man, holding impartially the 


scales of in luence befween conflict- 
interests and absolutely blind to 


jany selfish.ends or aims of his own. 


Far above every other attribute that 
a governor should possess he should 
be a man of such great heart that his 
natural instincts and innate sentiments 
ever remind him that the prime object 
of the law is the protection of the 


. weak against the strong, and lead him 
‘to feel that the happiness of even the 


humblest home is as sacred as.the 'n- 
cense which ascended to heaven from 
the altar of the covenant. 

I appeal for no support that is not 
based on faith in my sincerity, 
manhood and my loyalty to tne people 
of my native state.

The city has already given 
permission for the closing of one of 
the streets crossing the campus, It is 
expected that the report of this sub- 
scription when made at the next Geor- 
gia Baptist convention will settle for 
all time-the agitation relative to mov- 
ing the university to another city. 

Beginning Monday, committees will 
start. out for subscriptions for the Ma- 
con hospital, which needs $6,000 to pay 
off an old indebtedness. Following 
this, a campaign to raise $70,000 for 
the veterans’ reunion will be con- 
ducted.

sense. Even some of the ballplayers 
who tried to hit the curve and failed 
persisted that it coudn’t be done. Emi- 
nent college professors argued against 
the curve-pbdall principle, but it’s s0 
common nowadays that any 12-year- 
old boy knows how to pitch a curve 
and a fast ball and the splitter. 

The overiand pitching rules were 
revised in the early ’70’s, and then 
commenced pitching as it is known 
tc day. Until this seascn there had 
been a growing impression that the 
pitcher enjoyed too much advantage, 
but the livelier ball did away with 
this. Base hits were more frequent 
in 1911 than for a number of previous 
years, and still there was not too 
great a revolution in the conduct of 
the pastime. 

Code Stands Long Time. 

The code of baseball as used today 
Was adopted at a meeting in Cleveland 
in 1887, and has not been changed to 
any great degree since. In the old 
rules there used to be a provision 
that players going to first after a base 
on balls must run, and in returning 
to bases after fouls the runner must 
go faster than a walk. These might 
Fave been retsined with benefit. 

Pitching and fashions in baseball 
seemed to improve together, No long- 
er is the whisker a mark of distinc- 
tion. Asa Brainard, who flourished 
just after the war, went upon the 
field arrayed in spinach that hung full 
to the top button of his shirt. John 
Titus, of the Phillies, was the- last 
man to sport a mustache, and he did 
away with it a couple of years ago. 
Gld Cy Young recalls when most of 
his associates had hair upon the upper 
lip, That was only 20 years ago.

Things have changed: since father 
was a boy. With the official announce- 
ment that Tyrus Raymond Cobb smote 
for an average of .420 during the 
American League season of 1911 comes 
the thought of what he would have 
done under the old-style pitching. 

In the present order of baseball the 
prime object of the pitcher is to fling 
"em where the batter doesn’t want 
‘em. It used’ to be that the pitcher 
pitched where the batter wished. Con- 
Sider Ty Cobb asking: 

“Please throw me one waist high, 
not too fast and right over.” 

Consider the ultimate result, three 
men being on bases, two down and 
Detroit two runs behind. If Sam 
Crawford had the privilege of asking 
for a htgh- fast one ke would hit about 
a million instead of a measley .378 
which he earned during the late sea- 
son. 

In the early days of the sport the 
function of the pitcher was to pitch 
in such manner that the batsman 
could hit the ball. Later this was 
changed so that the pitcher's chief 
aim in life—next to drawing his sal- 
ary—was to fling where the batter 
coudn’t hit. 


Whole Game to One Batter. 


The old Knickerbocker club in 1845 
adopted rules that put the pitcher be- 
hind a line 45 feet from the plate. 
Then he was told to pitch as the bat- 
ter requested, Futhermore, the pitch 
must be made underhand lest the fing- 
er have too much advantage. It was 
no strike~uniess the batter swung. 
There is record of a game in the ear- 
ly ‘60's in which Al Smith; of the

Review of Sugar Market. 

New York, November 10.—The expected -hap- 
pened during the week in the local sugar market, 
there being a further decline in both raws and 
refined, with sentiment at the close. still decidedly 
pessimistic regarding the future. Although gran- 
ulated dropped 20 points to the 6.30 cent, less 2 
per cent basis, it is pointed owt that it sells 
about 105 points above the spot quotation for raws 
—5.12. Brokers argue that 6 cents will be reach- 
ed for ‘efined soon and hope that the readjust- 
ment will be speedy in order to bring about sta- 
bility in the situation. Naturally the steady de- 
cline has demoralized the trade which buys only 
where absolutely necessary, realizing that lower 
prices are inevitable. The problem of local re- 
finers has not been made easier by the second- 
hand selling of domestic beet sugar, which is of- 
fered througheyt the east, even in strictly New 
York territory, at a full quarter cent cheaper. It 
is a case of everybody with a paper profit in 
sugar desiring to cash it. The raw market has 
been heavy on offerings of Louisiana, which sold 
at concessions to local refiners, who are not bid- 
ding. for supplies, having ample stocks for present 
light meltings. In fact, these are figured at 
129,000 tons for Atlantic ports, or almost 13,000 
more than a year ago. Philippine sugar almost 
goes begging because of the difficulty in working 
it. Refiners so far have refused to enthuse over 
new Cubas at the 314-cent cost and freight basis, 
expecting to buy them materially cheaper next 
January. Europe, being comparatively steady, 
speculators show some interest in Cubas, which 
the’ United Kingdom may need next summer to 
eke out the bets.

MOB OF STRIKERS 
HEADED BY WOMAN 


A Twenty-Two-Year-Old Girl 
Leads an Attack on the 
Strike-Breakers. 


New York, November 11.-—A_ gen- 
eral teamsters’ strike in sympathy 
with the striking garbage collectors 
threatens New York tonight. Little 
progress was made today in remov- 
ing the garbage which litters the 
streets, 

One of the most sensational inci- 
dents of a day of rioting was the ar- 
rest of Molly Sussman, 22, who led 
an attack on strike-beakers and her- 
self assaulted a driver. 

A. policeman seized her and the mob 
attempted a. rescue, but other police- 
trnen with drawn revolvers formed a 
cordon about the girl and held their 
ground until reserves came. The girl 
was locked up on the charge of ac- 
sault. 


‘On Tenth avenue police fired into. 


the air to disperse a menacing mob 
that threw sticks and stones at the 
Strike-breaking drivers. 

Meanwhile, the city is suffering from 
@ prodigious accumulation of rubbish 
and garbage. Ordinarily, 9,000 cart- 
loads are removed every day. The 
Strike since last Wednesday has per- 
mitted rubbish o€ all kinds to pile up 
until today it igs a menace to health. 
In many apartment houses bewildered 
janitors have dumped their accumula- 
tions on the street, making some 
thoroughfares almost impassable with 
hills of garbage and ashes. 

The street cleaning department be- 
gan work today with several hundred 
strikebreakers, but the men i were 
green and under the constant annoy- 
ance of the strikers and their friends, 
they made little headway. 

The men who took the strikers’ pla- 
ces were guarded by nearly five thou- 
Sand policemen, and every member of 
the reserve was on duty today in an- 
ticipation of more riots. 

Already these disturbances have 
cost the life of one strikebreaker 
driver and sent several others to the 
hospital. The attacks generally come 
from house tops and by the time the 
police climb up to places from which 
missiles come, the assailants have dis- 
appeared. 


Sixty Bushels to Acre. 

Rome, Ga., November 11.—(Special.) 
John Bobo, a land owner of Floyd 
county, states that one of his tenants, 
B. F. Craddock, who cultivated a crop 
out in Bobo valley this year, raised 
360 bushels of corn by net weight on 
six acres of land. This is 60 bushels 
to the acre. He says that it was just 
ordinary farming, and that no effort 
Was made to increase the yield as some 
of the corn club contestants did. 

The average yield on common lands 
of Floyd county is said to be 20 bush- 
els to the acre, so this is considered 
extra good for this section. Mr. Crad- 
dock also raised 17 bales of cotton and 
a lot of other farm,products, with one 
mule to plow. Craddock was well 
known as a Boozgeville merchant for a 
number of years, and this is his first

“The public, the American public, 
treats the titled foreigner with too 
much consideration or too little. 

“Wsually the nobleman who comes 
to this country finds a- very fine hos- 
pitality, because the American people 
are hospitable by nature, but the hos- 
pitality grantegq him savors sometimes 
of a disagreeable something as if he 
got a thing he did not deserve.” 

“But let us get a clearer idea of 
what the nobility is; what it really 
means, and how closely it belongs to 
the growth and development of the 
country. 

“Nobility has always existed. Every 
chief, king, emperor, has had his trusty 
men—the men that held him in his 
sovereignty and owned wealth and 
had jurisdiction over great numbers of 
warriors. These men owed their kings 
or chiefs certain duties, but in return 
they had special rights, titles and 
privileges, and these were transmitted 
to the generations. 

“Titles were giveh thus as reward 
for distinguished service in war, 
science, art, etc, and came of the 
gratitude of kings. When an indi- 
vidual or a family holds many titles 
and the estates that sometimes go 
with them, it means repeated distinc- 
tion and repeated recognition. The 
estates may be sold, however, although 
the titles may not, and so it often 
happens that many families of title 
have not the corresponding’ estates. 
They retain, however, the privileges of 
the titles, and even in France, which 
is a republic, ‘they are given the social 
recognition that belongs to the titles, 

“Nobility has a right to exist. It be- 
longs to the families as an heirloom 
would, and usually it is considered a 
very sacred thing, and with reason, I 
think. There is a history in every 
title, and sometimes a beautiful one. 


“Now, a title in Europe is consider-

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ed a thing to uphold. It is a trust, to 
be handed down the generations not 
dishonored and not blemished. 

“Noblemen do not work with their 
hands, nor would they be satisfied with 
the rustic and simple life of the every- 
day field laborer; but they do not 
deem either a dishonor. 

“They are refined, intellectual, and 
today they represent the power that 
rules in Europe. ‘ 

“In the centuries gone by, when the 
European countries were divided un- 
der many rules and the governments 
of many states were principally oc- 
cupied in the propagation of wars 
and in carrying them on, art, sciences, 
poetry, etc., would never have had a 
chance without the encouragement and 
help of the nobility. 

“Italy, the richest country in the fine 
arts, is an illustration, and it gives the 
best of itself and of its nobility to 
achievement. 

“Only last week we received the 
news in this country of the death on 
the field of two Italian noblemen. Both 
of them, I knew. Fine minds, good 
hearts, beautiful souls. They went to- 
gether with the common soldier, and 
died as he died—for the flag. They 
were Duke Ricardo Gragioli, a HMNeuten- 
ant in the navy, and the other Count 
Pompey de Campello, lieutenant of 
cavalfy; the former only 25 years old, 
the latter 28. 

‘True, we have in the nobility good- 
for-nothing, lazy men without. morals. 
But there are such in every class of 
society, and the nobility, being more 
powerful, has more chante of being 
wicked. It is well to know that the 
nobility punishes a member very 
heavily when he deserves it. The no- 
bility may save him from public opin- 
ion, but visits upon him what we call 
civil death. You call it ‘social ostra- 
cism,’ and one who has suffered it 
knows that it is worse than anything 
the common law can do. 

“You ask of my own family. Many 
writers speak much of the family of 
Bonanno from Pisa, which was 
brought into Sicily by Giacomo and 
Cesare Bonanni, who left their country 
on account of trouble with the Gualani 
family.

He was born in LaGrange, Ga., fifty 
years ago, moving to this city when 
only a lad. In 1887 he married Miss 
Mamie Metcalfe, a daughter of Ken- 
tucky, the wedding take place in At- 
lanta. Recently he visited New York 
on a business trip, and while there 
contracted a severe cold, which de- 
veloped into pneumonia, from which 
he never recovered. 

He was ar elder in the North Ave- 
mue Presbyterian church, and up until 
a short time ago was superintendent 
of the Sunday school.

GOV. COLE BLEASE 


LAUDS LYNCHERS 


LE 


Sensational Speech Made by 
Ihe South Carolina Executive 


Gov. Blease Says He Would 
Resign Rather Than Use the 
Power of His Office to Deter 
Mobs From Lynching—Mob 
in Question Led by Legislator. 


Anderson, S. C., November 11.—What 
was unquestionably the most sensa- 
tional gubernatorial address ever de- 
livered by a man holding that office in 
South Carolina came from Governor 
Cole L. Blease, who spoke here today 
to about a thousand people, in compli- 
ance with an invitation. 

Governor Blease devoted consider- 
able time to the recent lynching of a 
negro at Honeapath, when the mob was 
led by Representative Josh Ashley, and 
was rather commendatory in his ex- 
pressions. He said he had been in- 
formed by a wire from the sheriff of 
the situation, and had in turn wired 
the sheriff instructions, sending two 
telegrams. “The telegram to Sheriff 
King,’ said the governor, “said: ‘Keep 
in touch with the Honeapath affair, 
and send me a report tomorrow morn- 
ing telling me what is going on.’ 

“Sheriff King received that telegram, 
and he understood its meaning. Next 
morning I received his report, and it 
Was exactly what I expected. As a 
matter of fact, if it had been any dif- 
ferent I would have been greatly dis- 
appointed.” 

The governor went on to say that, 
rather than use the power of his office 
in deterring white men from “punish- 
ing that ‘nigger’ brute,” he would have 
“resigned the office and come to 
Honeapath and led the mob.” 


WOMEN MAY SMOKE

has not the power to prevent women 
from smoking in public places, in the 
belief of Corporation Counsel Watson, 
who made public today his reply to 
the board of aldermen’s request for his 
opinion.

Wisconsin, lowa and Illinois 
Swept--Many Are Dead and 
Injured List Is Large 


SLEET STORM FOLLOWS 
DESTRUCTIVE WINDS 


The Scores of Injured Persons 
Are Suffering From the Bliz- 
zard Which Came After the 
Cyclone Had Passed — The 
Property Loss Will Total 
Great Sum, 


Chicago. November 11.—Reports re- 
ceived tonight indicate that cyclonic 
storms coming between the abnormal- 
ly warm period and the follows 
cold wave have caused death and 
widespread. destruction in southern 
Wisconsin, eastern Iowa and-in Illi- 
nois today. 

Fourteen dead, several dying and 
a score of injured are reported to be 
lying in the wake of the storms, and 
suffering because of the bitter cold, 
tleet and snow already is being r=- 
ported. 

Southern Wisconsin was hardest hit, 
according to early reports. Near Or- 
fcrdville, Rock county, nine persons 
gre known to be dead and it is re- 
ported the list may reach 2. 

In the village of Virginia, Il., three 
perscns were found dead and 490 in- 
jured. 

In Iowa a fifty degree drop in tem- 
perature accompanied by a driving 
storm of sleet, tied up traffic many 
hours,

in the path of the cyclonic blizzard. 
Nearly every public building in Vir- 
Sinia, Ill, was demolished; farmers’ 
homes were wiped out in Wisconsin ;

Severe weather conditions are fre- 
ported all the way from the Rocky 
Mountains. In Chicago the wind blew

So they are 
deceived by the offers of fakirs. 

I have seen all sorts of fake treat- 
ments advertiseg to cure stricture. But 
about the only thing these “treat- 
ments” do is to separate the patients 
from their money. This is true of the 
violet ray treatment, which is a fake 
pure and smple. Any doctor who will 
pass a glass tube into the urethra is 
either a fool or a fraud, no matter 
who he is. This treatment is along 
the line of many other fake treat- 
ments which won't stand the test of 
having the strong light of publicity 
thrown on them. 

In one hundred cases of stricture, 
twenty-five different conditions prob- 
ably will be found. Probably one case 
will scarcely need any local treatment 
at all and can be readily cured. 

My own experience has been that 
two-thirds of the cases passing as 
stricture are simply an infiltrated con- 
dition of the tissues underlying the 
mucus membrane and proper treat- 
ment readily relieves them.

First the Three Brothers was seized 
by.an English privateer, the King of 
Russia, nine guns, Captain James In- 
clieto, and carried into Antigua, and 
that was the last of her. Salling again 
in the schooner Betsey for Guadaloupe, 
a French frigate captured and carried 
him into that port, where he had to 
ransom his vessels for 4,000 livres 
($300) and leace three hostages for 
payment. Returning with the schooner 
Mary under a flag of truce, he was 
sent to New Providence by the Eng- 
lish privateer Revenge, Captain James 
McDonald, which, however, had to re- 
lease him. He.reached Guadaloupe, 
paid the ransom, released his hostages 
and was bound fer bome when a Cap- 
tain Blanche in a French frigate ar- 
rested the whole outfit and detained 
him until midwinter, when, penniless 
and worn out with undeserved perse- 

cution, he managed to get home.

BEN F. PERRY REPLIES TO 


LETTER OF WILLINGHAM 


The following communicatiwn 
furnished The Constitution: 

As president of The Go.den Age, an 
inspirational weekly of this city, hav- 
ing for its motto: “Piety in the Home, 
Power in the Life and Purity in the 


State,” and striving in every honor- 
able way -to elevate the home and 
the children, on Thursday evening last 
I essayed to ask a plain, simple ques- 
tion of Hon. Bartow S. Willingham, of 
Forsyth, stating that the question and 
his answer would be used for publica- 
tion. 

That question was this: “In the 
event that Joseph M. Brown is elect- 
ed, and his’ demand that the prohibi- 
tion question be submitted to a vote 
of the people is submitted, what at- 
titude will you assume toward the 
prohibition measure, and what part 
will you, personally, take in such a 
campaign?’ 

P Seemed a Reversal. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Willingham has 
posed as a prohibition leader and was 
heralded as the author of the “Wil- 
lingham bill,” which sought to enact a 
state-wide prohibifion law, thoge of us 
who do not know Mr. Willingham 
personally were surprised that he 
should now appear to favor a back- 
ward. step of such gigantic propor- 
tions—almost or quite a reversal of 
his former position. It seemed a com- 
plete reversal and so utterly and defi- 
antly inconsistent with the reputation 
he had made as a prohibitionist that I 
coulg not understand how such a posi- 
tion could be reconciled with the atti- 
tude of any truly honest and sincere 
prohibitionist. 
when a people, who have already gained 
that for which years have been spent 
in fighting, walk up and ask that the 
fight be continued, with all to lose and 
nothing to gain, itis preposterous, Such 
a proposition can consistently come 
from the enemy, but from the real, 
true friend of prohibition—never! 
Especially so, when, in a moral ques- 
tion like this, the most venal element 
of our voting population—the negro— 
can have the same voice as the white 
man. However, Mr. Willingham comes 
back with the belabored reply cover- 
ing more than two columns in fine 
type. And yet fails utterly to answer 
the two simple questions 1 asked him. 
Indeed, he states in substance that be- 
cause he does not contemplate being 
a candidate for office himself at any 
time in the future, he has no 
moral obligation in the matter. 

A very few lines were intended, we 
presume, as a reply to the simple 
questions asked him, the greater part 
in his letter being taken up in an at- 
tack on Mr, Pope Brown. With that 
part of his tirade I do not propose to 
deal. Mr. Brown will, doubtless, give 
it the attention it deserves, and 
merits, if any. In fact, Mr. Brown 
pretty fully answered all :the charges 
made by Mr. Willingham in his speech 
atthe Grand Friday night, although he 
then knew nothing of Mr. Willing- 
ham’s reply, nor the letter I hag writ- 
ten him.

OR AUGUSTA 


Georgia City Favored by Chief 
of Army. Signal Corps 


After Tour of South Experts 
Decide on Augusta as Most 
Suitable for the Army Bird- 
men—Believed Secretary of 
War Will Approve Selection. 


Washington, November 11.—Upon the 
advice of Captain Charles DeForrest 
Chandler, commanding officer of the 
United States army aviation school, 
General James Allen, chief of the 
signal corps of the army, has. recom- 
mended to the secretary of war the 
selection of Augusta, Ga., as the winter 
headquarters for the aviation school. 

Captain Chandler, after a tour 
through the south visiting Columbia, 
Greenville, Aiken and Camden, South 
Carolina, besides a number of other 
cities and Augusta, decided upon the 
latter place as the most suitable for 
the work of the army fliers. 

Should the secretary of war approve 
the selection of Augusta, as it is bLe- 
lieved he will, all the officers and men 
connected with the instruction corps 
at College Park, Md., will leave for 
the southern city before the end of this 
month. In all there are seven offi- 
cers, including a doctor and twenty en- 
listed men. Four monoplanes, two of 
the Wright type and two of the Curtiss 
type will be taken along for use dur- 
ing the winter’s work. 

Captain Chandler believes ‘he has 
found at Augusta an jdeal site to car- 
ry one the work which has been s80 
highly successful at College Park this 
A fine level field qa short 
distance south of the city limits has 
been decided upon and as soon as ap- 
proval has been given, work upon con- 
struction of the hangars will be begun 
so that no delay will be expertenced 
by the aviators.

Here postage stamps, stamped envel- 
epes and postal cards will be sold as 
at the general postoffice.

Thomasville, Ga., November 1i11— ae eee nga 
(Special.)—One-third of the 800 miles 
of the Tour-Around-Georgia route is 
now well posted with road signs, di-

By Tuesday night the road signs will 
be posted all the way to Savannah, 
and before the end of the week signs 
announcing the 1911 Tour Around 
Georgia will have been put up over 
the entire 800 miles. 

It has been good going on the roads 
of south Georgia,. despite the recent 
rains. The Constitution's Oakland car 
today made the trip easily from Fort 
Valley to Thomasville, about 140 milea, 
putting up signs all along the route. 
The sand-clay roads, properly built, 
have no difficulty in withstanding the 
weather, and they are almost as good 
after a week of rain as they are when 
thoroughly dry.

When the cool nights of late sum- 
mer and the cold rains of early fall 
follow, the poultry-raiser begins to 
have troubles of another sort in his 
flock, and they are those resulting 
from such conditions of the weather 
as accompany chilly and rainy days. 
Roup is the leading ailment in the 
flock, and if it once gets a good hold 
before winter, there will be a great 
deal of work connected with its trad- 
ication through that season, and it is 
more than likely that it will not dis- 
appear until spring approaches. Many 
fowls will be swept away, for the 
disease is very dangerous and also 
very contagious. The great difficulty 
in handling and doctoring the fowls 
makes it expensive, for each fow) has 
to have individual care. There is a 
substance which has been found to 
destroy the germs of roup, and that is 
air-slacked lime, a cheap and easy- 
prepared article. To prepare it, let 
the stone lime slack in the air, and 
when it is in fine condition add a pint 
of crude carbolic acid to a bushel of 
fine lime, being careful to mix the 
substances thoroughly. The crude car- 
bolic acid should cost no more than 
75 cents per gallon, and it is equally 
as good as the refined for this pur- 
pose. Seatter the air-slacked lime and 
carbolic acid over the walls, floors, 
nests, roosts and over the yards, or 
range, not less than twice a week. 
After scattering the mixture over the 
yards, plow or spade the surface un- 
der, and then, after raking, give an- 
other treatment to the top surface. If 
a case of roup appears, first remove 
the fowl and then give those premises 
a thorough treatment, being careful 
to see that the yards get a good share, 
for it ts in the ground that the roup 
kerms remain more than any other 
place. The object is to destroy the 
germs of the disease. The drinking 
troughs or vessels should be cleaned 
every day, not simply emptied and re- 
filled. A pinch of chlorate of potash 
should be sprinkled down the throat 
of each sick fowl] twice a day, and if 
it does not get well in less than a 
week, cut off the bird's head and bury 
the fowl at once. Hoarse breathing, 
lumps on the face, foul odor and a 
cough are all symptoms of roup, a 
discharge from the nostrils also being 
noticed. Lumps on the face, with 
swollen eyes, indicate a very serious

WALL STREET GOSSIP 
OF GENERAL INTEREST, 


By Ralph Emerson. 

New York, November 11.—(Special.) 
That’ sentiment, rather than actual 
conditions, governs the play of market 
forces has been indicated in striking 
fashion this week, Securities that 
were lookeq upon as havin smali 
value a fortnight ago, and likely to 
be greatly injured by dividend reduc- 
tions and other troubles from within 
and without, are now being eagerly 
bought from 15 to 25 points above 
recent low levels. The market does 
not give record in some years of 80 
rapid and so great a recovery in pro- 
portion: to the decline as that made 
since the government suit against the 
United States Steel Corporation was 
filed. In that period average prices 
have advanced about 10 points, while 
the stocks in which most of the busi- 
ness has been done are nearly 15 
points higher than they were then. 
Sentiment, and not convincing evi- 
denc%, made the corporation interests 
at large believe that they were fac- 
ing an industrial revolution after the 
supreme ‘court sided against the 
Standard Oil and American Tobacco 
companies. Sentiment, and not fact, 
made railroad managers believe that 
the day of tribulation had come when 
the interstate commerce commission 
refused to permit an advance in 
freight rates, and later ordered a gen- 
eral readjustment of the rate situa- 
tion relating to long and short hauls.

After a careful study of the English campaign, 
ex-State Senator Everett Colby, the ‘progressive 
idea’’ man of New Jersey politics and an active 
member of the National Municipal League, 
claree that in eome respects America is ahead 
of -England Mr. Colby discusses his views in 
The Outiook, and in commenting upon the dif- 
ference of methods and ideas, says: 

‘We are further advanced than England ins 
independence of thought and action, and much 
freer from party ties. This is illustrated by the 
fact that in England there ‘te absolute ‘boas- 
ism” in so far as nominations are concerned. 
There its rarely a contest within the party—the 
word of the party leader is law. The civil serv- 
ice and the manner of dealing with all private 
bills, however, prevent chis tendency from re- 
sulting im corruption as it does with us."’ 

Mr. Colby finds a’ deeper interest abroad in 
the temperance question and common sense liquer 
legislation. He declares the progressive leaders 
in American politics have a broader vision than. 
the English.

Progress in Irrigation. 

In ancient times irrigation was pure- 
ly a matter of gravity. Though most 
of the United States government irri- 
gation projects are based upon the 
gravity principle there are a few irri- 
gation districts where other forceg are 
employed. : 

The only pumping irrigation project, 
and undoubtedly the most novel one in 

Uncle Sam’s domain, is at Willis- 
ton, N. D., on the Une of tre Great 
Northern railway. Here lignite coal 
is mined and used, right on the spot, 
as fuel in a big electric generating 
plant. The electricity, generated at 
the Williston plant so cheaply, is 
transmitted many miles to the Mis- 
souri river, where pumping machinerv 
does the work. The water frem ‘O'd 
Muddy” is pumped back twenty-five 
miles to three levels, irrigating about 
18,000 acres of land, the yield cf which

MEETING IN BAINBRIDGE 


By Isma Dooley. 

The fifteenth annual meeting of the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs 
which held in Bainbridge this past 
week brought there delegates repre- 
senting a membership of 12,000 women, 
(in a perfected state of organization, 
as was demonstrated in reports read 
and in every feature of the program. 

The Georgia Federation is made up 
of the women’s organizations of the 
state, whether called clubs or not, and 
the organizations eligible are those 
}making for progress along lines non- 
political and non-sectarian. There are 
in the Federation study . clubs for 
purely cultural development; organiza- 
tions industrial, philanthropic and ed- 
ucational, and those along all construc- 
tive lines having progress or uplift as 
a purpose. 

The programs each year are devoted 
to the reports of the various clubs in 
the Federation; to reports of chair- 
men of standing committees made up 
of women from the various clubs, and 
hinging on the work done by the Fed- 
eration at large, and then each year 
there is brought to the program the 
message of‘any great movement which 
may be in some way related to some 
phase of the Federation’s work, the 
speakers this year bringing these mes- 
Sages being Dr. H. C. White, of the 
University of Georgia, who brought 
the message of the Universal Peace 
movement; Mrs Lee Worsham, who 
brought the last word on conservation 
as related to the state and the nation; 
Hon. M, L, Brittain, who brought an 
inspiring message on the educational 
life Of the state’ and the part the or- 
ganized women of the _ state can 
have in that life. 

Some Rules of Federation, 

Whereas the Federation each year 
receives these messags from those 
outside the actual membership of the 
Club, it is the policy of the Federation 
not to be used as a medium in any 
sense for the exploitation. of move- 
ments sensation, one-sided or radical, 
Or for movements which savor in any 
Way Of partisanship or politics. 

It is one of the unwritten laws of 
the Federation that no woman who 
seeks office ever gets it, consequently 
no time is lost in the nerve-racking 
Campaigning or personal  bickerings 
which stand in the way ofttimes of the 
helpfulness of women’s organizations. 

The workers of the Federation in 
their earnestness become marked fig- 
ures for leadership, and it is just as 
° ae 


much the duty of the woman when she 
is called to the office to accept it as 
it is for her to cooperate loyally with 
her leader when she is ‘working in 
the ranks; therefore, when Mrs. Harry 
C. White, of Athens, one of the busiest 
women in the state, was called to the 
leadership of the organization her pro- 
testations against accepting the honor 
were not considered, and the nominat- 
ing committee, knowing the unanimous 
spirit of the organization, named Mrs. 
White for the highest office. 
Qualities of Leadership. 
Walter Rauschenbusch, the author 
of “Christianity and the Social Crisis,” 
wrote not long ago a poem, entitled 
“A Prayer for Leaders,” in which he 
eloquently set forth the great need 
for good leaders in all activities—men 
leaders and women leaders. They are 
never difficult of recognition when they 
arrive. They do not have to be point- 
ed out or exploited, nor do they have 
to come forward and proclaim them- 
selves, for the leader is pre-eminently 
marked among both men and women. 
They are few and far between in 
these days of excessive activity and 
chaotic complexities, but they rise 
above the others of the organization 
and are recognized before they them- 
selves believe their own worthiness. 
Mrs, White has come into her own in 
the leadership of ‘Georgia club women, 
for she has faithfully worked with 
them. She is co-operative and beauti- 
ful in her spirit of helpfulness, and 
she comes in the very zenith of the 
federation’s glory as an organization, 
to carry on the banner of woman's 
best effort in the commonwealth. 
Mrs. Willet’s administration was as 
one inspired in the growth of club 
membership, in the work of the wom- 
en individually, above all, in the club 
spirit, and no one could have better 
been equipped to carry on the work 
than her faithful vice president, Mrs. 
White. She has executive abilfty, pa- 
tience and womanly gentleness as in- 
cidental qualities wth the other requi- 
site in leadership. She is a woman 
of brillant social accomplishment, and 
for twenty-five years her home in 
Athens, Ga.,, has been a center of the 
best constructive and social -life in 
the south. There is not a section or 
community in the state, where her 
name called will not bring affection- 
ate response, and her leadership of 
the organized forces of Georgia women 
will strengthen their factorship in the 
State’s life and prosperity.

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SPLENDID APPEAL IS MADE 
FOR GEORGIA MOUNTAINEER 


“Since 1870 Georgia has spent ap- 
proximately $10,000,000 on education of 
the negro; in addition to this think of 
the countless thousands of dollars that 
so to educate and Christianize alien 
peoples.

iclubs for the Georgia mountaineer. 

, “Proud, suspicious, and with an al- 
' most irritating spirit of independence,” 
she pictured the mountaineer. “‘Hospit- 
'able in the truest sense of the word; 
giving to the neighbor and the strang- 
er within the gate that which they 
really need themselves; 
quick to utilize every chance for bet- 
terment capable of appreciating and 
reaching high ideals, if only a guiding 
hand is held out to point the way—a 
sympathetic hand it must be, that will 
not wound a temper moridly sensitive— 
with a nature so honest that mountain- 
eer has became a synonym for honesty 
—these people form a class distinct 
and unique, with vices and virtues pe- 
culiar to themselves! 

Their Racial Virtues. 

“They have been neglected, cruelly 
neglected, and our sin of omission is 
‘smelling rank to heaven.’ In some of 
the mountain districts of our great 
and prosperous Georgia, a state ciaim- 
ing to be one of riches and opportun- 
ity, twenty per cent of the voting pop- 
ulation cannot read nor write.” 

Many of the racial characteristics of 
these people, Mrs. Morgan’ touched 
upon; their values to us in the past and 
what they might be made now and in 
the future, 

“How mary of you have done any 
missfonary work among them,” she 
asked. “How many have given them 
the benefit of settlement work by liv- 
ing a while among them; for even a 
short time, or showing them the way to 
a broader or fuller, and more decent 
existence.” 

Here Mrs. Morgan paid a glowing 
tribute to the women of the state who 
were the first te look directly to bet- 
ter educational facilities for these 
people, especially to the women of 
the federation. She explained the aims 
ang purposes of the State Association 
for the Education of Georgi Moun- 
taineers, which she organized and of 
which she is president. 

Appeals to All, 

“TIT now turn to such of you as are 
not already fulfilling bravely and 
honestly your pledges as club wom- 
en. I ask you to adopt as your pe- 
cullar work (and all women must 
work now if we would hold the respect 
of the world about us), the further- 
ance of this educational movement 
among the poor whites of our state, 
and I would ask that in the enjoyment 
of the pleasures and privileges of your 
life to call to mind 4hese people and 
deny yourself some luxury—a dessert 
from your table, a theater ticket, a 
plume for your hat, a box of candy— 
and give the price of these things to 
our association to strengthen the ef- 
fort, to uplift the lives of our moun- 
tain folks, of whom the world has 
hitherto known so little.”

Americans are taking more interest than ever before in 


The Americans in their beaten track 
abroad are apt to get in the same run 
of travel there that do Southerners in 
America when they go to New York, 
and there feel they have seen their 
native country from every viewpoint. 
They forget to go west; to California, 
to gee the northwest, or the middle- 
south, and they do‘ not stop to think 
all there is to be seen if they could just 
forget for the time that New York is 
not the only place in the country be- 
sides the one in the south they live in. 

“All good Americans want to go to 
Paris when they die,” wrote the great- 
est of English epigramists, and “it 
would seem that they would be content 
many of them just to go to the cafes 
when they got there,” he might have 
added. 

Always there have been the student 
people who have gone to other places 
and there have been Americans in re- 
search work of all kinds, scientific, ar- 
tistic and historic, but it is only recent- 
ly that the average American tourist 
is beginning to realize the unseen 
riches of interest and knowledge which 
await him in the Orient, and in that 
great store House of ancient history 
and art buried in Egypt along the 
banks of the Nile. Tn the larger cities 
there are classes and circles 
have been formed in the study of 
Rgyptology, but the greatest demon- 
stration of. interest in the subject is 
this week when the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art is featuring one of 
the finest pieces of constructive work 
in the history of the institution in ten 
different galleries devoted to Egyptian 
art.

“The exhibition will have a far- 
reaching influence upon the more stu- 
dious American going abroad, and will 
encourage the average tourist, I hope,’ 
said Mre.

company for electric current within 
the limits of the city of Atlanta, With 
the completion of the developments 
now in process, the actual cost of pro- 
ducing electric current ought to be 
very greatly lessened as compared with 
the present cost, and the city of At- 
lanta and the citizens of Atlanta, as 
well as the citizens of this section 
generally, ought to share in the bene- 
fits resulting from this reduction. If 
an unreasonable amount of stock is 
issued, and the company pays dividends 
on the same, it will be much more 
difficult to secure the proper reduc- 
tion in the price of current than if a 
smaller amount of stock were issued. 
The larger the amount of stock issued, 
of course, the greater the amount of 
total dividends required, and the great- 
er the amount of total dividends re- 
quired, the greater the difficulty 
in reducing the price of current. Al- 
most the entire income of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company and of 
Georgia Railway and Power Company, 
at Jeast for many years to come, will 
be drawn from Atlanta, and the city 
of Atlanta has, therefore, a very large 
interest in the price to be charged 
for electric current. It seems to be 
necessary, in the development of the 
class of improvements under consid- 
eration, to authorize a certain amount 
of stock to be jssued as a bonus, but 
there ought to be a reasonable limit 
to such stock issue, 

5, The committee wishes to call at- 
tention to the fact that while the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power Company does 
not now control the total water pow- 
ers of this secton, a large proportion 
of such powers are controlled by the 
various cOMpanies proposed tobe taken 
over by the Georgia Railway and Pow- 
er Company, and the effect of the pro- 
posed consolidation will be the prac- 
tical monopoly of the water powers of 
north Georetla.

Southerner Quistrips the Whole 
Country at Growing Corn 


$1,000 Silver Cup Awarded 
W. H. Dorin at New York 
Exposition for Best Thirty 
Ears, Defeating the Famous 
Indiana Corn King. — 


New York, November 11.—For grow- 
ing the best thirty ears of corn ex- 
hibited from any portion of the United 
States, W. H. Dorin, of Clover, Va., 
has been awarded the $1,000 silver cup 


offered By the International Harvester ; 


Company at the American Land and 
Irrigation exposition, now in progress 
at Madison Square Garden, Mr. Dorin 
winning over exhibitors from every 
section of the country, among them 
L. D. Clore, the famous Indiana corn 
king, hitherto undefeated in a contest 
of this nature. Mr. Dorn’s corn is now 
on exhibition at the Southern rail- 
way’s booth, and_is attracting great 
attention. Farmers from al] sections are 
Showing extraordinary interest in the 
award, since it is the first time such 
@ prize has been won by a southern 
corn grower. 

Mr. Dorin plowed his land 10 inche 
and subsoiled 12 inches more. He used 
200 pounds of phosphate, his only fer- 
tilizer. outside of clover turned under. 
His seed was carefully selected from 
an acre on which he made a splendid 
yield in.1910, and the corn which took 
the prize was from an acre cultivated 
under the methods of the United States 
farm demonstration bureau, the yield 
from this acre being 137 bushels. The 
soil is the ordinary type of southern 
Virginia, a gray sandy loam about 8 
inches deep, with a good clay subsoil. 

Mr. Dorin’s success shows what can 
be accomplished on southern land, and 
is the more remarkable since he is a 
former resident of a Michigan city, 
and knew practically nothing about 
farming until six years ago, when he 
purchased 661 acres in Halifax county, 
Virginia, on the Southern railway’s 
Richmond and Danville line, paying $8 
per acre. The award of this prize to 
Mr. Dorin will prove a valuable ad- 
vertisement for the southeast as a 
corn-gréwing land. It was with the

Washington, November 8.—The great 
mechanical problems connected with 
the construction of the Panama Ca- 
nal, which is to be opened to the 
government in January, 1915, pass in 
review in the annual report of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission just made 
public. The record of the year’s 
achievements in the gigantic task 
that is being worked out by the Wash- 
ington government, under congres- 
sional appropriations that so far ag- 
gBregate $293,561,486, includes: 

Completion of almost three-quarters 
of Culebra Cut, Total excavation of 
material from Culebra during year, 
16,221,672 cubic yards at average cost 
of 58.8 cents per yard, 

Big plans laid for canal terminals, 
including storage of fuel, fresh water 
and other supplies, repair facilitles, 
etc. Pacific terminal to have dry- 
dock, storehouse and closing stations. 

Practical completion of plans.of all 
locks,

The report treats ‘the physical as- 
pects of the big waterway with min- 
ute detail. Questions of tolls, form

A game of setback, played in the 
runway of the third floor north, as 
they cal} it at the Tower, was inter- 
rupted when a reporter stepped to the 
grating and shouted:

“Hub” stepped to the door—a small, 
slimly-built fellow, 24 years old, whose 
most striking feature is his piercing 
black eyes. He was dressed in a silk 
neatly 
creased in spite of his confinement, and 
a heavy silk handkerchief was kKnot- 
ted about his neck. 

“Oh, just a little game of cards to 
pass away the time,” he answered. 

“What about that writ? Are you?” 

“Go on, I haven’t got a word to say,” 
he answered, laughing. ‘‘Besides, don’t 
you know I'm a lunatic!”’ 

It Was “Hub” Talley. 

It was “Hub” Talley—the Herbert 
W. Talley of police records—who was 
talking. He is in the Tower on a 
lunacy writ sworn out by his brother 
just in time to save him from trial on 
a variety of charges growing out of 
the whisky war between, the Talley 
faction and the camp of Shaw, headed 
by Dan Shaw, ex-prize fighter and 
cow boy. 

The war caused Hub.to be “turned 
up” by “Whisky Bill”. Clay and O. E. 
Pickett, in return for certain cases 
made against them, and which they 
claim Talley instigated by furnishing 
the information to the detective de- 
partment. There were three cases 
against him, and on the day of the 
trial, while the two witnesses were 
sitting in the court room in the pres- 
ence of the judge, Talley went up to 
both and is said to have threatened 
their’ lives.

Believes in Advertising.

I'll give you 
a picture if you'll print my four brands 
underneath,” said the joking Talley 
one night at the police tsation, where 
he was making bond in a whisky case. 

As to Talley’s liquor selling—it is 
said that he has made little short of a 
fortune. For a time he was the princi- 
pal tiger in the city, disposing of many 
cases weekly to the retail peddlers. 
He was a familiar figure about the 
streets and railroad warehouses, driv-

ing a fast black horse to & handsome, 


buggy, himself giways dressed in the 
latest fashion. 

Of late the opposition of Dan Shaw 
has caused the whisky war, which got 
both of them and the followers into 
trouble. Many cases have been made 
against each other, and thousands of 
dollars in fines imposed. 

“Shaw was just jealous of a good 
man and saw him selling too much 
stuff,’ say Erin Parks and W. B. Crisp, 
two Talley .men, of the trouble, . Shaw 
men, on the other hand, say it was 
Talley who started the war, when he 
found his trade going down before 
Shaw’s activities. 

Calls Hub a Fool. 

“Hub is a fool,’’ said one. “He doesn’t 
attend to business, and the goods of 
Shaw, well advertised and pushed by 
a capable business man, were running 
him out.” 

Whatever the cause, Hub Talley is 
no fool. and there are many who doubt 
he is a lunatic. That question will be 
decided by a jury, as he is under in- 
dictment and cannot be taken before 
the ordinary. He is as shrewd a dealer 
as any man in town. But in spite of 
that, he is in jail, where his reckless- 
ness, his daredeviltry, his poking fun 
at the la, have put him. He may go 
to Milledgeville. If he doesn’t, he has 
an avw-.lanche of cases to crawl from 
under; every one of his bondsmen have 
surrendered him to the sheriff sinte 
his last escapade, | 

“I believe we ‘have stopped his clock 
at last,” said an officer hopefully some

Brown, take the position openly that his position in favor of sub- 
mitting the question specifically to the people is the one final solu- 
tion of the problem. It is no less significant that men conspicu-

THE AMERICAN FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


Tomorrow and for two weeks thenceforward the eyes of the na- 
tion will be centered with a peculiar intensity of interest upon Atlanta. 
For beginning Monday and extending up to the 27th instant, the 
annual convention of the American Federation of Labor. will be 
in session at the Auditorium-Armory. 

For several days past various sections jn divisions of this 
great host have been arriving in Atlanta, holding protracted con- 
ferences and "weeding out superfluous features in order that the 
issues to be presented to the convention shall be clean-cut and ad- 
judicated with a minimum of delay. So vast. is the field covered 
by the federation, so innumerable the interests it conserves, so di- 
verse and ramifying the functions it is performing and has set out 
to perform, that preliminary committee work must range over a 
period almost as long as that covered by the conventién proper. 

The representatives of two million organized laboring men will 
be the guests of the city during the forthcoming two weeks. They 
will debate, and arbitrate questions of vital moment to industry, 
wherever located in America. ,The decisions they reach in, many 
cases will be pregnant with meaning to labor in all branches, not 
only during the opening fiscal year, but during many years fol- 
lowing—for organized labor, like organized capital, is facing one 
of its crises. 

It would be in the nature of supererogation to attempt to define 
or outline the origin of the labor movement in America, or what, 
under the auspices-of the American Federation of Labor, it has 
accomplished and is yet to accomplish. It is today recognized as 
one of the mightiest forces in America, an agency with which tom- 
merce and industry, the government itself, must rekon. It has 
brought inspiration and hope to the oppressed, written coherency 
and continuity in labor’s policies, and everywhere developed a mili- 
tant and progressive spirit. 

The Constitution welcomes the federation to Atlanta. It will 
find here a citizenry of which the labor element is one of the most 
patriotic and achieving parts. It will find a city in which the labor- 
ing man is largely a home-owner, keenly cognizant of his civic re- 
sponsibilities, occupying from time to time positions of the highest 
public. trust. 

We extend a hearty greeting-to the representatives of these 
two million toiling Americans. May their business sessions be marked 
by harmony and the genius of constructiveness. And may they ex- 
perience throughout their stay a sense of Atlanta’s appreciation of 
their presence, in an enjoyment of the hospitality it is a privilege 
to extend with both hands. 
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12,000 ORGANIZED GEORGIA WOMEN. 


Casual news accounts of the annual convention of the Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, which has been meeting the past 
week at Bainbridge, conveyed no adequate impression of the vast- 
ness and influence this movement has attained. From a few scat- 
tering and struggling clubs founded several years ago, this aggre- 
gation has grown until today it represents organizations with a 
total membership of 12,000 Georgia women drawn from all classes 
of life. 

It was a noticeable feature of the ‘enai’s meetings that little 
or no attention was concentrated on the political issue of woman’s 
suffrage. The leaders of the convention, the women who have 
molded issues and directed thought for the past few years, assumed 
the position that there was more emergent work for womankind in 
Georgia than agitating for the ballot; the implication being that 
whatever the tide of development might bring subsequently, the 
need of the moment revolved around more tangible and attainable 


goals. 


Wherever women have organized in Georgia they have loos- 
ened agencies for uplift in every civic, moral and domestic channel, 
not to cite the intellectual phases. In Atlanta their labors are writ- 
ten in reforms promoted directly and indirectly, in child-life con- 
served and made more beautiful, in municipal cleanliness given a 


‘newer meaning and a broader outlook, and in efforts launched to 


bring educational and developmental influences to young women 
shackled by poverty or adverse circumstance. 

The same conditions apply, relatively, to the club women’s 
movement throughout Georgia. No worthy cause has ever ap- 
pealed to a woman’s club without receiving substantial support and 
indorsement. Under the tutelage of wise leadership, Georgia wo- 
men have evolved an initiative and a civic perception which have 
proved inspirational to the men who hold in their hands the pow- 
ers and responsibilities of the ballot. Always and under many vary- 
ing environments, the end of the organized women has been to give 
to progress higher meaning, to wake the sleepers, to keep vigilant 
those charged with the responsibilities of public station. 

That is wny the convention of the recent week carried an un- 
usual significance. Organized work among women in Georgia is 
now at its greatest heighth. But measuring the future by the past, 
it has merely marked out the preliminary campaigns it is event- 
ually to undertake and prosecute for the common good.

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HONOR TO MADAM CURIE.

DISAPPEARANCE OF CLYATT 
STILL STEEPED IN MYSTERY 


Valdosta, Ga., November’ 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Although not the slightest clue, 
so far as the public knows, has been 
found of the whereabouts of Samuel 
M. Clyatt, who disappeared so mysteri- 
ously three weeks ago, the search for 
his body and efforts to unravel the 
mystery have not been abandonded. 
The best detective talent in the coun- 
try* has been employed in the case, 
while Mr. Clyat@ps son and his brothers 
are still actively at,work, aided by 
the county and city officers. Rewards 
aggregating $400 are now offered for 
Mr. Clyatt’s body. One hundred dol- 
-lars of this is offered by his friend, 
J. N. Bray, of this city; $100 by Messrs. 
Twiggs Clyatt and W. A. Greer, $50 by 


the Masons and $150 by the Elks’ lodge 
of Tifton, of which Mr. Clyatt was a 
member. 

It is possible, of course, that the 
mystery of the disappearance may 
never be solved, and as the days g0 
by this probability grows stronger.

Another Prince Assassinated, 

Once again a distinguished member 
of the ruling class in Russia has fallen 
at the assassin’s hand. According to a 
telegrram from Nevo Cherkask, the 
capital of the province of the Don Cos- 
sucks, a student named Kristi forced 
hix way into the private railway sa- 
loon, which was standing in the sta- 
tion, of Prince Trubetzkoy, a member 
of the Council of Empire, and fired sev- 
eral shots from a revolver at him, 
The prince immediately sank to the 
ground, and died shortly afterwards. 
The murderer was a relative of ‘the 
prince. The Trubetzkoys are a distin- 
xuished Russian family, and have for 
many generations played a prominent 
part in politics. 

The deceased prince, although he did 
not interest himself in politics as much 
asx Other members of the family, never- 
theless occupied a high position by 
virtue of his seat in the Council of 
the Empire, which, roughly speaking, 
corresponds to the house of lords in 
England, but wields even greater po- 
litical influence and power. As the 
assassin Was a relative of the prince, 
the probability is that the crime was 
due purely to personal motives, and 
is not -the outcome of the anarchist 
propaganda which has unfortunately 
manifest in Russia during the 
months.

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, recent- 
ly made the following statement show- 
ing why a labor organization should 
not be confounded with a trust: 


Modern businessscannot be conducted 
upon the old notions.” Development in 
industry does not admit of it. Devel- 
opment in transportation does not ad- 
mit of it. The development and trans- 
mission of information does not admit 
of it. 

Organized labor has realized for a 
long time, and realizes now—perhaps 
clearer now than ever: before—the 
necessity for the fullest and the freest 
hand in the operation of business and 
industry and the performange of labor, 
and that, insofar as interference by 
the government is concerned, it shouid 
be of the least possible character. 

Since the United States supreme 
court decided that labor unions are 
punishable unde# trust penalties, we

A trust, even at its best, is an or- 
ganization to monopolize the produc- 
tion and control the distribution of 
material products. The voluntary as- 
sociation of the workers for mutual 
benefit and assistance is essentially 
different. Even if they seek to control 


the disposition of their labor, power, 


the power to labor is not a material 
commodity. It is not a product; it is 
the personal power of a human being. 

The human power to produce is the 
antithesis of the material commodities 
which become the subject of trust con- 
trol, 

The ownership of a freeman is vested 
in himself alone. The only reason for 
the ownership of bondmen or slaves is 
the ownership of their labor power by 
their masters. If freemen’s ownership 
of themselves involves their labor 
power none but themselves are owners 
of their labor power. 

The product of a freeman is his own. 
If he, by choice or by reason of his en- 
vironment, sells his labor power to an-

The freeman’s ownership of himself 
and his labor power implies that he 
may sell it to another or withhold it; 
that he and others similarly situated 
may sell thefr labor power or withhold 
it; that no man has even an 
fight in the labor of another; 
freemen may sell their labor 
under stress of their needs, or they 
may withhold it to obtain more 
vantageous returns. 

Any legislation or court construc- 
tion dealing with the subjeet of com- 
binations, corporations or trusts which 
deal in, control, curtail or corner the 
products of labor can have no true ap- 

lication to the association of freemen 

n the disposal or withholding of their 
labor power, 

While realizing the necessity for a 
freer hand in industry and commerce, 
untrammeled by government cramping, 
and, therefore, such a change in ex- 
isting law as will secure these results, 
I am quite convinced that it is far 
more important for industry, com- 
merce, labor and the representatives of 
free institutions that the activities of 
the wage earners, the wealth produc- 
ers, in the opportunities for the pro- 
tectfon and promotion of their rights 
and interests, have predominating im- 
portance,

CHANGING NAME OF STREETS

ihree months ago, a 
grentleman in New York addressed a 
letter to his friend in Atlanta. After 
inclosing the letter in an envelope, he 
simply gave the name of his friend, 
under which he wrote, ‘‘Peachtree,” 
omitting not only to give the number, 
but really the name of the town, coun- 
ty or state, to which the letter was 
intended. The New, York postmaster 
consulted all the geographies and 
gazeteers of the United States. He found 
a little postoffice town in each North 
and South Carolina. But, feeling sp 
impressed with Peachtree street, 
Atlanta, Ga.., of which he had 
heard s0 much, he dared to 
put upon the letter “Peach- 
tree Street, Atlanta, Ga.’ The letter 
came duly to hand, and the gentleman 
to whonf it was addressed received it 
in good time. 

In this connection, it was my good 
fortune to meet a gentleman who had 
spent a couple of months in Paris, dur-

ing a European tour a few years ago, 


and he said to me: “My dear sir, do 
you know that I never met & man in 
all my travels, especially in Paris, but 
what was well acquainted with At- 
lanta, and almost invariably connected 
Pechtree street with Atlanta. In fact, 
when I told the parties that I was from 
Atlanta, the question wag often put to 
me, “Do you live on Peachtree street?”

All Atlantans, especially we older 
set, are very proud of our old streets, 
and feel that their names should be 
consecrated in hallowed memory.

Of course, we 
are al] proud of living in the Piedmont 
belt, which means a plain high above 
the sea’ level, at the base of the moun- 
tain range which traverses the 
United States. It places us tn such a 
healthful clime and atmosphere so as 
toe effectually free us from al! fear ef 
diseases incident to -the malarial re- 
gions of the flat country. At the same 
time, our winters are sufficiently 
warm to protect us from the diseases 
of colder climates. For these reasons, 
the Pledmont belt {s a grand country 
to live in, and we ere proud that we 
are so fortunate as to live in the Pied- 
mont regions of Georgia, the grand old 
Empire State of the South. 

But what is that to the name of Cal- 
houn? Plainly to every Georgian, espe- 
cially to every Atlantan, ought we not 
to be proud of the Calhoun family? 
And ig it not a desecration to change 
the name of Calhoun street to that of 
Piedmont avenue? 

If asked why we should be proud of 
the name of Calhoun, let us refer to 
two generations back, when the names 
of Clay. Calhoun and Webster were 
paraded through the whole world as 
three of the grandest statesmen of 
the age. Probably most of us southern- 
ers have forgotten, or really never 
knew, that John C. Calhoun, of South 
Carolina, at one time in congress, stood 
out before the whole world battling 
almost alone for the rights of the 
south. He dared not only to brave the 
nerthern sentiment against the south, 
but also a feeling which, we are sorry 
10 say, at that time in the south so 
prevalent that a great many good men 
were afraid to utter their real senti- 
ments. But Calhoun stood for it, and 
we old southerners feel and see the 
wisdom of his position. 

Promizent Calhouns. 

Rut, coming home nearer. Atlanta 
has a ercater réason to be proud of 
the name of Calhoun than some of the 
present generations areaware of. When 
Atianta Wus a e®malil town--a mere 
cross-roads—with a few two 
men——Hon. James M. and lr.

Use of Postal Service

Citizens of United States Use 
Over 30,000,000 Stamps a 
Day — Seventieth Anniver- 
sary of Introduction of the 
Postage Stamp. 


Washington, November’ 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)——-From figures just compiled here 
it has been brought to light that the 
citizens of the United States hold the 
uhique record of administering 30,000,- 
000 lickings every day. This does not 
mean, however, that 60,000,000 persons 
engage in daily personal encounters, 
or that the parental slipper is brought 
into use thirty million times every 
twenty-four hours. The lickings are 
administered by the citizens of the 
country to nothing more bellicose than 
the humble postage stamp. 

Appropriately enough ‘the establish- 
ment of this record comes on the sev- 
entieth anniversary of the introduc- 
tion of postage stamps. Twenty years 
ago the average number of stamps 


used daily was only about 10,000,000, SO | 
that within two decades their use has 


trebled, until now the stamps used in 
a single day, laid end to end, would

First Jaunting Car. 
(Charles Winslow Hali in National

The first jaunting car was establish- 
ed in Ireland in 1815 by a Milanese, 
Carlo Bianconi, who settled in Dublin 
and drove every day to Caher and back. 
charging twopence a mile; from this 
small beginning in 1837 he had estab 
lished sixty-seven conveyances, drawn 

by 900 horses, ~° 

The extension of modern manufac- 
turing towns and cities demanded stiil 
greater conveniences, which Were sup 
plied at first by the omnibus lines, 
which, up to 186%, were the chief means 
of urban and interurban transporta- 
tion. To these succeded the street 
railroad, traversed by cars drawn by,

The South has even changed its lan- 
guage to suit the foreign conquerers. 


| The “restaurant” is a modern institu-

It is the result of increased travey?. 
Our fathers, when they set out on a 
journey, ate at the inn or tavern 
where they happened to stop, if they 
did not stay with a friend, and at the 
public place they ate what was set 
before them, and tradition holds no 
record of anyone raising a howl on 
account of the poor quality of the fare 
or the lack of proper service. 

But the railroad train and travel 


| made the French “restaurant” neces- 


sary, and with the introduction of this 
one French word our entire eating vo- 
cabulary was as thoroughly revolu- 
tionied as was La Belle France when 
Robespierre got busy. 

“Bill of fare,” every word good, 
plain Anglo-Saxon, has been driven 
from the field by “menu,” and even 
“menu” has now taken the count to 
“carte du jour,” because the latter has 
two more words of French than the 
former favorite. And the list of food 
on the “carte du jour” would prove 
a puzzle to any but a born Parisian, 
and a puzzle to a -wifole lot of them, 
too. . 


A Desperate Stab. 

I remember once going into a rather 
pretentious restaurant and saw on the 
card something that was 
French, to me, but at the end of the 
words “a la Dorgan.” “I'll try that,” 
I said to myself. “Dorgan sounds 
good.” I had to take a chance. It 
came out and was nothing but a fine 
cut of roast beef with some intensely 
democrattec Irish potatoes. I grew in- 
quisitive and asked the proprietor, 
“why the Dorgan?” he laughed. 

“Oh, that’s just a little compliment 
of our chef to the head bartender. His 
name’s Bill Dorgan. He slips the chef 
a drink every now and then.” And 
there I was thinking that I was about 
to feed on something as foreign to me 
as a full pocket-book, and I had run 
a-foul of plain cow labelled after my 
old friend Bill. From that time on I 
have shut my eyes and punched my 
dish on,the program with a pencil. 
It’s the best way. ‘ 

The good French word “cafe” has 
been entirely appropriated by the 
Greeks. I don’t Know why, but I 
guess it’s because the Greek word for 


eating joint is too long to be spelled | 
in electric lights without bankrupting . 


the place. Anyhow, under present 
day construction, “cafe” means any- 
thing from a bar-room to _ beanery. 
The Chinese frequently use “cafe” to 
designate a hop joint. 


Just Think of It. 

There are thousands 
throughout the country 
“Lum Joe—Chinese Cafe.” Think of 
it. Chinese coffee! Why, you had 
just as well talk about polar palms 
and Kentucky temperance! 

So it is just as well that the Greek 
has grabbed “cafe.” Everybody else 
has used it and tired of it and made 
the word useless. Now “cafe” means 
“an eating housé owned and operated 
by Hellenics.” Makers of dictionaries 
please take notice. “Cafe” may still 
mean “coffee” in France. But it 
doesn't in the South. We have dis-

covered a new use for the word. 


The Greek invasion started with the 
industrial progress ef the South. 
Southern business had grown to such 
an extent that the people needed the 
lunch counter. The South didn’t know 
it needed it, but the Greek did. No- 
body kuows who told him. 

So he came. He brought a horse- 
shoe counter and his family. He haa 
a bill of fare printed with American 
tiishes on it, but Greek cookery in it. 
His prices were absurdiy low, inas- 
much as his help was cheap, accord- 
ing to the excellent Greek custom of 
taking the entire family aid in the 
bread-winning. 


Those Alluring Prices. 


Allured by the prices and regardless 
of the smell, the South greeted him 
with open arms and unterrified diges- 
The high price of living 
helped the Greek and he helped the 
man who couldn't afford to pay the 
hizh prices. 

He refused to stand pat on the 
lunch counter business, though. If 
Greece as a nation is on the down

grade, the American Greeks have 
certainly caught the spirit of pro- 
gressiveness of the land of the free. 
The Greek has advanced ever since 
the advance guard came across the 
Mason and Dixon line. 

From the dingy, smoky, smelly, 
horseshoe place, he advanced to plate 
glass and ventilation and table cloths. 
The quality of the food changed but 
little, but the prices followed the 
lead of the man that made them and 
advanced. 

Not content with practically con- 
trolling the digestion of the masses, 
the Hellenic.onslaught went after the 
trenchermen of the high wage-earning 
and small business man classes. 

He improved his place still more. 
He reformed his bill of fare to ex- 
tent. He learned the distinction be- 
tween butter and oleo. He began to 


hire outside help and buy toothpicks. 
He employed waiters who could un- 


derstand the order “ham and eggs,” 


and who would not, in response to 
that order, bring you spagetti. 


His Field Widens. 

The Greek did this, not because he 
would discharge his fellow country- 
men, for the American Greek is dis- 
tinctly clannish. He did it because 
practically all of his compatriots had 
advanced, too, and were either in busi- 
ness for themselves or had found 
more lucrative fields of labor. 

The Greek is now beginning to get 
a deadly grasp on the cheaper class 
of soda fountains. He has found that 
Atlantans are fond of near beer. He 
has observed that they flock to mov- 
ing picture shows. In all of these 
enterprises are the Hellenics inter- 
ested. 

In one block in downtown Atlanta 
there is a soda fountain, a fruit stand, 
a near beer saloon, a barber shop, a 
bootblacking establishment, and a 
pool. room. All-of these are owned 


and operated by Greeks. And to in- 
sure their positions, a Greek has al- 
ready been sued in our civil courts 
for alienating the affections of some- 
body else’s wife. They are truly in- 
vaders. 

The Greek from the earliest his- 
tory has made a reputation as an 
invader. A whole crowd of them vis- 
ited the great city of Troy once and 
didn’t leave enough of it for the arch- 
eologists to worry over. 


Bandmaster Alexander. 

Later on, a certain Alexander: set 
@ pace as an invader that makes him 
almost as famous at this good day 
and time as a warrior as his modern 
namesake is as a bandmaster; but in 
all his conquests Alexander never 
succeeded more quickly or more thor- 
oughly than have the sons of his 
country in the Sunny South. 

Had the doughty Macedonian known 
of the Southern “cafe” field, he would

never have sighed for other worlds 
to conquer. We would have that ce- 
lebrity right here in Atlanta stand- 
ing behind a horseshoe counter, twirl- 


ing “ham and up.” 

Demosthenes was some orator, but 
he could never have delivered a Phil- 
lipic with anything like the fervor 
with which a modern Greek can tell 
the cook to put a small steak on the 
broiler. 

Plato was some philosopher, but he 
never knew the depths of wisdom 
reached by the “cafe” proprietor, who 
reasons “a man will stand for any- 
thing if it’s cheap and he’s hungry.” 

Greece is not decadent...We defy 
the world to prove it. 


They View With Alarm. 


But there are those who love the 
South and its institutions who will 
probably sigh for Southern cooking 
and who view with alarm the Greek 


invasion. They may long once more 


to sit in an old-fashioned restaurant 
with an open fireplace and an obse- 
quious negro behind his plate, grin- 
ning in the expectation of the com- 
ing tip. They may long to order the 
old regular meal, sure of its plenty 
and its quality. They may shudder at 
the thought of being compelled to sit 
up on a stool, like a chicken on a 
roost, when they take their meals 
away from home. ‘ 

But. Southern cooking will not die. 
It’s salvation is already in sight. The 
enemy of today is the friend of: to- 
morrow. 


Southern Cooking is Becom- 
ing Fashionable in the North. 
Already it has been grasped devot- 
edly by show places of the Eastern 
and Northern metropolis. The word 
“Southern” is becoming as familiar 
on the “menu” cards as “a la.” If 
the custom keeps its lively growth, 
it will not be long before we will 
have bills of fare printed in plain 
English, and you will be able to 
order a Southern dish in Atlanta.

Finally he agreed to pur- 
chase it. He immediately rechristen- 
ed the horse ang gave it the name 
which since has become indelibly link- 
with the general-——“Traveler.” 

When Lee bought the horse it was 5 
years old. He was 16 hands high, 
with a deep chest, short back, strong 
haunches, flat legs, small head, quick 
eyes, broad forehead ang small feet. 


His color was iron-gray with black 
points, a long flowing mane and 4 
longer tail. His easy, rapid step 
easily carrieg Lee’s weight on all the 
long, hard campaigns of the war at 5 
and 6 miles an hour. 

The saddle was hardiy once taken 
from the sturdy back of “Traveler” 
during those heart-breaking days 
from the Rapidan to the James, when 
the federal army closed in upon. the 
confederate capital in 1864.

story, for many years of intimate as- 
sociation with police stations as a 
utter futility of preaching 
whose sole object in life is to find a 
Way to “get out.’’ Those on the “In- 
Side looking out” are all like Old Fa- 
gan when Oliver Twist carried a Bible 
to him in prison. 

There is only one thing on the mind 
of the ordinary victim of the police 
“pinch and only two things on the 
mind of the extraordinary “pinchea.” 
The one thing is, “how to get out,” and 
the extra thing is, “how to keep this 
from the papers.” 

Captain Joiner’s Experience. 

The police officer who has furnish- 
ed me with reminiscences for the 
story of the “Two Police Windows” is 
Captain John C. Joiner, of whom I 
Wish tO say a few things personal as 
a prelude and a tribute. 

Captain Joiner served many years 
desk sergeant, the officer who 
looks after all-the prisoners brought 
to the police station, takes care of 
effects, enters their names on the 
docket, and sees that the cases go in 
proper shape to the. recorder. The 
desk sergant also receives all tines 
and eash bonds. He is, therefore, the 
watchman at both the “Goat Winuow’” 
and the ‘Sheep Window.” Because 
Captain Joiner served so many years 
in this capacity I selected him as the 
best man to tell me of a varied expe- 
rience at the windows, 

Captain Joiner was electd on the 
police force in 1879. He has served 
as a private, a field sergeant, a desk 
sergeant, a captain and the acting 
chief, He is desk sergeant at this 
time but will soon be pensioned and 
will retire to private life aftr having 
given” Atlanta a long, useful and ef- 
tlicent service. On account of the vi- 
cissitudes of police politics, he fran 
all .the gaunt of promotion, Dut 
through it all his faithfulness to du- 
ty, hig courage, and his efficiency 
were never questioned. 

Captain Joiner is a veteran of the 
confederate army, having served in 
Cook’s brigade of the Fourth Georgia. 
While he was in the signal service he 
Was captured on James river in Vir- 
ginia, and spent one year in a-federal 
prison. I mention this fact because 
before he became the guardian’ of the 
police prison he had had a trying 
personal experience as a prisonr of 
war at Norfolk and Fortress Monroe, 

Now when such a man tells you of 
his experience et the police station, 
and gives you some scenes that oc- 
curred at the windows of the goats 
and sheep, you will have a story about 
some of the inside doings of a police 
prison which are, I am Sstire, cannot 
fail to interest those who know litile 
about the scenes of crime and shad- 
ows. 

Would Take Much Space. 

“If I were to undertake to tell all 
that I- know about what has passed 
before the little windows,” said Cap- 
tain Joiner, “that you have seen fit 
to call the windows of the goats and 
sheep,’ itt might take more than one 
entire edition of The Sunday Constitu- 
tien. I will first tell a few of the 
things that have transpired, and will 
continue to transpire befcre the “Goat

“Everything in the way of personal 
effects taken from a prisoner is pass- 
ed through the ‘Goat Window’ to the 
desk sergeant. We, therefore, take in 
krivesS, razors, brass-knucks, pistols, 
sling-shots, whisky, cocaine, mor- 
phine, opium, and money. I remember 
cn one occasion a few years ago, an 
cld tramp, ragged and dirty, was 
brought to ,the station house for va- 
grancy. We took from him a small! 
bumdile of clothes tied up in a hand- 
kerchief, which he carried on a 
1 threw the bundle and stick into they 
vault. <A little later, out of pure curls 
osity, we examined the tramp’s bun-'!

A Fortune Im His Coat Sleeves. : 

“On another occasion a young white | 
was charged with having

“A young man was brought in one 
night, and when we went to search ' 
him we found that he had on feur 
suits of clothes, three of which had 
been stolen. The suits were of dif- 
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ferent sizes and one fitted nicely over 
the other.

We saw her chewing as 
She stood at the ‘Goat Window’ and 
though. she had gum in her mouth. 
It was the $40 bills which she slowly 
masticated and swallowed. Talking 
about women hiding things, we al- 
ways found the most usual *place was 
the hair on their heads, except when 
they wanted to put away. their.money:. 
und that was almost invariably found 
in their stockings. 

“Mercy me, how many riotuous scenes 
have I witnessed in front of that 
‘Goat Window!’ I have seen men and 
women, too, drunk and so wild that 
they fought like demons, Many a 
time they had to be carried bacx by 
force, it reqgviring the -combined 
Strength of five or six policemen to 
handle them. Some of the prisoners 
were so defiant and dangerous that 
they had to be handled roughly in or- 
der to subdue them, You know, the ar- 
resting of a person always has either 
One of two very opposite effects, and 
this is especially so when there is 
whisky in evidence. A prisoner stand- 
ing at the ‘Goat Window,’ I always 
found, was either repentant and 


docile as a lamb, or as wild and dan- bP 


Berous as an infuriated buH. Those 
who were défiant cursed the officers 
and the law and made violent threats 
of what they would do hereafter; 
those who were mild ¢end.repentant 
in shameness tried to give excuses 
for what they had done. Then, of 
course, we always had a large number 
of prisoners who gwore by the eternal 
gods that they had done nothing at 
all, 

Cabs.

We have a lot of 
too swell to ride in the patrol 
who are brought down in 
cabs at their own expense. They al- 
ways appear at the ‘goat window’ with 
much bravado. Right here let me Tre- 
eall one of the curious cab stories 
that came under my observation. One 
night four young women were brought 
to the police station in a cab and 
they were charged with having acted 
disorderly by singing ribald songs 
while riding on the streets. They 
were said to be of families that stood 
well socially. They stateg that they 
were just out for a lark. At the po- 
lice station they kept their faces hid- 
den in the cab and put up their cash 
bonds without exposing themselves to 
view. They gave us names which we 
felt were fictitious. This reminds me 
of the young woman who was arrest- 
e@ and taken to the police station 
about fifteen yvears ago for using her 
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sweetheart’s hat as a football on De- 
catur street opposite the Kimball 
house.- She drank a little too much 
wine and Kicked the hat before she 
would take a dare. At the police sta- 
tion she was held in the captain’s 
office until she hag sobered up and 
some of her relatives came after her. 
So you see it is not always the low 
and depraved that show their faces at 
the ‘goat window,’ but sometimes 
young men and, alas, even young wom- 
en,;"of respectable families who place 
themselves where they become amen- 
able to the law because, probably, their 
hot young blood calls for excitement 
and adventure. 
The Woman and the Ladder. 

“I do not wish for my talk to get 
too yellow nor do I wish to be. ac- 
cuseg Of any maudlin sentimentality, 
but there is one story I must tell be- 
cause it more strongly impressed me 
than any episode that fell under my 
observation through the ‘goat win- 
dow.’ Some sixteen or seventen years 
ago a pretty young woman looked 
through the window at me and she 
was weeping bitterly. It was her first 
offense and there was remorse. We 
notitieq her father and let him take 
her home. In a few months she was 
back again and this time there were 
no tears, no remorse and no father. 
From that time on she was a fre- 
quent visitor at the station house and 
I coulg see that she was going rapidly 
down to degradation. Then one night 
when she was picked up drunk in an 
alley she said to me: ‘Captain, I am 
almost down to the {&st rung in the 
ladder. I have gone down from love 
to sin, to liquor, to morphine, ang now 
there are but two rungs left—suicide 
and hell.’ A month later she com- 
mitteg suicide. 

“There are some funny things as 
well as some which are sad and seri- 
ous that go on in front of the ‘goat 
window.’ For instance, we had a man 
who was arrested for being drunk and 
he had his little dog with him. Do 
you Know that dog wouldn’t leave the 
man, and we were in a quandary what 
to @o because it was against the rules 
to put a dog in the prison. When the 
TWigrey tried to lock the man up and 
leave the dog outside, the dog became 
furious and savagely attacked the 
officer. Well, instead of anybotly get- 
ting mad with the dog, we all felt like 
he was a little hero and we let him 
Sleep in the cell with his master. 

“I saw a woman one night, ang by 
the way, she has since reformed and 
married and is living happily, who 
came to the station house on what 
might be called an affectionate jag. 
She wanted to hug and kiss every- 
body she saw and did succeed in kiss- 
ing a few policemen much against 
their wills and to the great amuse- 
ment of the unkissed., 

“Another funny scene was when a 
whole family, consisting of father, 
mother anq five children, were ar- 
rested because they had had a family 
fight. It was said that the weapons 
they used were raw turnips, and that 
the turnip battle was so fierce that 
some of the children were painfully 
injured. 

At the “Sheep Window.” 

“Now let’s turn to the window for 
the sheep. At this window are really 
the scenes of distress. While the 
other window witnesses pollution and 
degradation and a few humorous 
scenes, the ‘sheep window’ mostly wit- 
nesses pictures of sorrow and trouble. 
It is at this window that toll is paid 
for those who err by those who love 
them. Here you will see poor women 
to whom every dollar.is a small for- 
tune in itself, giving up every cent 
they have on earth, and knowing that 
they have left the wolf at the door, 
because no sacrifice is too great for 
the prodigal behing the bars. 

“Il saw a2 woman one night who came 
out of the streets where the snow was 
falling and there were about her 
shoulders not even the ‘tattered shawl’ 
to keep her warm. In a cell her only 
son was sleeping off the effects of a 
debauch. It took $10.75 to get him out 
and she handed it to me through the 
window and I felt as though she were 
coining her soul to pay the debt. The 
money was mostiy in dimes and nick- 
les, showing she hag been saving it 
little by little for many months. 
, And do you know that son, stil] show- 
ing the effects of his debauch, came 
out and met his mother, the only re- 
mark he made was: ‘I hope thyre will 
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be something to eat at home when I 
get there.’ 

“T have seen the _ toll money that 
passed through the’ ‘Sheep Window’ 
come from tobacco bags, from the feet 
of old stockings, from snuff boxes, 
from pocket handKerchiefs, and {rom 
rags. You need not ever tell me that 
a woman’s. unselfish, loyal love for 
husband, father or child can be com- 
pared with the affections of a man. 
No, sir, I have seen too much at the 
‘Sheep Window’ to make me believe 
that even a comparison is justifiable. 

He Pictures the Procession. 
“Do you think there is dny heart of 
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Stone in all of God’s great world that 
would not melt when it saw a barefoot 
girl at a police station at midnight 
paying her drunken father out of 
prison? Let me for just a moment con- 
jure up a picture in. your mind's eye 
of the procession before that sheep 
window, which, while it might not be 
continuous, is continual: 

“There is an aged father, whose 
withered eyes have already viewed the 
sepulcher, and there he stands, broken 
and bowed down, as he waits for the 
paper, which I hand him, releasing the 
son who has not only gone down in 
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foul disgrace, but still runs the frantic 
race, 

“There is the old mother, who hands 
me*‘probably the last dollar she has on 
earth, and which she may have bor- 
rowed, to keep the chains from her 
boy, whose life has not only been a 
source of trouble and sorrow, but 
whose only return has been the basest 
ingratitude. 

“There is the 
keeps her altar 


faithful wife who 
vows, ‘for better or 
for worse,’ and who pays out the 
money earned with needle and thread. 
in order to save from the chaingang 
the father of her children. 

“There is a man whose hair 
whitened before its time, and who 
making one more effort to redeem the 
daughter who has gone astray. 

“There is the loving sister who 
stands by her brother and pays from 
her slender purse the money she has 
earned at work while he was idling 
upon the streets. 

“And there are mingled often with 
this strange, pathetic procession the 
culprits who come from the prison to 
meet those who have released them. 
It is then that you can hear promises 
of reform and oftimes broken sobs. 

You Can Smile Sometimes. 

“Of course, there are some things 
that happen at the ‘sheep window’ 
at which one can laugh, just as some- 
times one may smile at a funeral. You 
take the Darktown feature ef the 
busines& and when you see a good- 
hearted old negro mammy paying out 
her hard-earned money for her son, 
she is almost sure to make you smile, 
although her love and sacrifice has its 
pathos. The way ghe gingerly handles 
her coin as she parts with it is of it- 
self ludicrous, and when the boy, a 
big, black chunk of a negro, comes 
out and meets her, she is almost sure 
to exclaim, ‘Dere you is, you good-fer- 
nuffin’ nigger. I’s gwine ter take you 
right home and gib you er whuppin’.’ 
In fact, on one occasion, when the old 
negro mother talked about whipping 
her grown son, a policeman produced 
a strap, and she, right then and there, 
before the ‘sheep window,’ gave that 
negro as good a flogging as anybody _ 
ever got.

in my opinion, be better rounded off 
than by an epilogue on the police de- 
partment’s ‘Old Curiosity Shop.’ This 
is the large vault connected with the 
desk sergeant’s office, and into it goes 
all of the personal effects that are 
taken from the prisoners and passed to 
the sergeant through the ‘goat win- 
dow.’ and from which is’ taken the 
articles belonging to prisoners to be 
passed back to them through the 
‘sheep window’ after they have been 
released by those who hope to reform 
them. 
The “Old Curlosity Shop.” 

“In the ‘Old Curiosity Shop,’ you will 
see pocket Knives by the hundreds, of 
every quality and description; flasks 
and bottles of whisky, of every brand 
and quality; pocketbooks, both new 
and dilapidated; razors, white and 
black-handled, sharp and dull; pistols. 
from the new automatic down to the 
pot-iron; home-made brass — Knucks, 
slungshots, sandbags, clubs, daggers 
and dirks; watches, rings and stick- 
pins; walking sticks and sword-canes; 
and then, added to all of this, huge 
piles of clothing, shoes, hats, caps and 
other articles which have been taken 
from thieves. 

“In taking personal effects from 
prisoners who are _ intoxicated, the 
turnkey often has a trying and dis- 
agreeable job, for it is easy for the 
prisoner to imagine that he is being 
robbed; but everything must pass 
through the ‘goat window,’ and Kept 
until the prisoner is released. 

“Only a part of the goods taken in 

at the ‘zoat window’ is passed out at 
the ‘sheep window,’ for oftimes the lib- 
erated culprit is too humiliated and 
too full of shame to ask for articles 
which he does not wish to claim. 
. “As 1 stated in the beginning, to teil 
all that has come to my knowledge 
through the two windows would take 
up too much space in The Sunday 
Constitution. I have merely told what 
may probably be enough for the un- 
initiated to form some idea of the 
scenes at the police station. And let 
me close by saying that I hope that 
none of you who read this story will 
ever be called upon to appear at either 
the ‘goat window’ or the ‘sheep win- 
dow.’

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DID AMERICA SNUB BIGOTED ALEXANDRE DUMAS? 
AN UNKNOWN INCIDENT IN LIFE OF THE GREAT AUTHOR 


Nowhere in Dumas’ ‘‘Memo- 
ries’’ is Found Anything 
About Trip to New Or- 
leans—The Cause of 
the Omission. 


New Orleans, November 11.—Alexan- 
dre Dumas, pere, father of a whole 
school of fiction, petted idol of France, 
lover of luxury and vain beyond be- 
lief—in a word, one of the most pic- 
turesque characters in the world of 
letters—made a gorgeous visit to 
Louisiana, the guest of Marquis Man- 
deville de Marigny. 

Nowhere in Dumas’ ten volumes of 
“Memories” can the story be found. No 
contemporary writer, no historian, so 
far as American reference libraries 
show, tells the tale. 

It is mot strange, for Louisiana tra- 
dition is that the author’s monumental 
self-esteem was bludgeoned, and his 
Sensitive nature stabbed so deeply that 
no account of his trip across the At- 
lantic to the struggling, but luxurious, 
French colony ever would pass his 
lips. It was in his early days, before 
“Les Trois Mousquetaires’” made him 
without a peer as a weaver of ro- 
mance—and Paris at that time took 
little heed of his comings and goings. 
There is no reason to doubt the Louis- 
lana story, which survives in the talk 
of the old families, once dependents’ 
of the de Marignys, on the magnificent 
estate of Mandeville, 
the north shore of Lake Pontchartrain, 


New Orleans, and now, as then, 
summer abode of fashion and ease. 

Here is the historical] legend, print- 
ed for the first time: 

How the Legend Runa. 

Two hours it takes now to cross from 
Orieans parish to St. Tammany parish, 
but in the days of Marquis Mandeville 
de Marigny the journey was by sail- 
boat, and wind and weather often made 
it a twelve or eighteen-hour trip. 

So it was one night late in the 
eighteenth century. The marquis, 
Alexandre Dumas and a coterie of gay 
companions were gathered about the 
bagatelle board of “Fontainebleau,” 
Maison de Marigny. The light of hun- 
dreds of tapers shone in the rooms 


and gleamed on the jewels and silks of; 


the French roues. 

Servants scurried about the dining 
room preparing an elaborate supper, 
for‘ gay friends were to return from 
France that night. They should have 
arrived at sunset, but there was a 
head wind, and it was evident they 
would come late. . 

High play continued. Dumas was not 
yet rich, but his luck was good and his 
wit was better. He was a brilliant fig- 
ure in the little court, until— 


The door swung open, and into the 
light stepped the French gallants. 

“Ah! Messieurs, je suis tres content 
de vous voir.

Little Village Disappearing. 

The rapid march of progress has 
seemingly had but little effect upon 
the quaint little village of Mandeville, 
amid its wsurroundings of 


or a hundred years ago. Flanking both 
sides of the broad esplanade that runs 
the length of the lakeshor®, giant oaka 
heads and stretch 
moss-laden branches 
Stalwart sentinels of 
ages, the gnarled limbs of these splen- 
did trees have witnessed scenes that 
would carry one back centuries, and 
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make decades seem insifinificant. Once 
the mecca of the elite, patronized by 
the nobility and aristocracy of Lou- 
isiana—the Louisiana that was-—few 
relics of the past remain. The ever- 
encroaching waters of Lake Pontchar- 
train are constantly washing the shore 
and every year sees the historic beach 
surrender some stately oak to the Tre- 
lentless waters that eat away the 
shore, 

The present site of Mandeville was 
once a part of the baronial estate that 
comprised the vast plantation of Mar- 
quis de Marigny. This plantation em- 
braced several thousand acres of land 
running along the lakeshore and sev- 
eral miles into the interior: In the 
heart of the primeval pine forest, some 
distance from the lake, the marquis se- 
lected a choice spot and erected his 
palatial residence, “Fontainebleau.” 
Exiled Frenchmen from “La Belle 
France” found his baronial estate a 
haven of refuge during troublous 
times, and many an elaborate banquet 
was given there in honor of some dis- 
tinguished guest of the marquis. Man- 
deville de Marigny’s wife, a Miss Mary 
Jones, was, previously to her marriage 
to the marduis, a lady-in-waiting to an 
English queen, and her striking 
beauty and, vivacious personality was 
the toast of “Fontaineblau”’ for many 
years. One of the most highly treas- 
ured relics: of this period of splendor 
and romance is a heavy, hand-carved 
mahogany bed that is still contained 
in the old mansion at’: Mandeville. This 
magnificent bed of ancient design_once 
rested the weary bones of Louis 
Philippe, future king of France, and a 
personal friend of the marquis. The 
proud Dauphin princeling was the guest 
of de Marigny while on a visit to Lou- 
isiana, and the marquis spent consid- 
erable time as Louis Phillippe’s guest 
in his palace in France. Many have 
been the pleBian forms that have en- 
joyed slumber in it since the time of 
Louis Philippe. | 

The grandees that sojr arned at Man. 
deville during this period were addict- 
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ered huge fortunes in those days were 
known to change hands in a single 
night at play. The Marquis de Marigny 
and his friends would gather around 
the table and play bagatelle, which was 
then in vogue, for nights at @ time, 
only stopping at intervals to satisfy 
the inner man. The place soon became 
known as one of the greatest gambling 
resorts of the day, tyit no matter how 
great his indulgence in this particular 
form of vice, the marquis always exer- 
cised discretion in selecting his com- 
panions. The social customs that pre- 
valled at Mandeville were no novelty 
for Dumas, and he entered into the life 
with much zest. He was an exception. 
ally good hand at bagatelle and seldom 
lost mere than he could afford. De 
Marigny was known to lose heavily on 
some occasions, but being an exceed- 
ingly wealthy land owner, he did not 
experience much difficulty in settling 
his debts. His reckless passion for this 
form of amusement told on him in 
time, however, and when he was wn- 
able to pay his debts of honor with 
cash he would give land of proportion- 
ate value to settle the score. This 
eventually depleted the exchequer, ald 
his high living brought him perilously 
near bankruptcy on several occasions. 
No matter how high the stakes were, 
an air of gentility pervaded the esta- 
lishment, and nothing bordering upon a 
scandal ever arose. 


Dumas and the Indians. 


At this time the abundant pine forest 
that covered St. Tammany Parish were 
inhabited by thousands of Choctaw In- 
dians, and the tepees of this branch 
of the Muskogean tribe were very nu- 
merous. Dumas was once taken to the 
village of the principal chief, and he 
here witnessed for the first time the 
barbaric war dance of -the Indian 
braves. Apparently charmed by the 
grotesque forms of the Indians going 
through the intricate motions of the 
dance, Dumas stood and watched the 
wierd scene until its conclusion. The 
lurid glare of many pine torches cast 
an eerie reflection upon the copper 
skins of the braves, and music waa 
furnished by several of the prettiest 
Indian maidens with antiquated tom- 
toms. The fantastic spectacie made a 
strong impression upon him, and he 
made frequent trips thereafter to visit 
the Indians. 

While on one of his many .excursions 
among the Choctaw, it is said he be- 
came acquainted with the most beauti- 
ful maiden in the village, and his ard- 
ent attentions to her aroused much 
comment among his friends. The giri 
had come in contact with the refining 
influences of civilization, having spent 
quite a while in a convent of New Or- 
leans, and a warm frindship sprung 
up between her and Dumas. This 
friendship was made the basis of much 
talk of an unfavorable nature, but he 
always maintained that his relations 
with the Choctaw maiden were purely 
platonic, nothwithstanding the ugly 
rumors that were set afloat. That two 
such radically different temperaments 
coulf find each other's society congen- 
jal does not seem plausible, but it is 
nevertheless a fact that they were oft- 
en seen together. " 

Dumas cultivated the friendship of 
the chief and his subjects, and he de- 
voted some. little time to studying their 
crude mode of existence and customs. 
In a short while he became a great 
favorite among them and was always a 
welcome visitor to the village. 

No doubt Dumas wag collecting ma- 
terial. No doubt the world lost an 
American romance, or even @ series of 
remiances of Louisiana, from his pen, 
because of the inglorious termination 
of his visit. wounded in his most sen- 
sitive point—his vanity—even the pros- 
pect of a successful novel could not 
tempt the secret of his humiliating 
journey from him—aend with him it was 


buried.

With a thousand earnest men dining 
together in the Wayne pavilion, the 
eight-day campaign 
Religion Movement was formally 
launched in Detroit, according to a 
careful statement written in Detroit 
which has just been received in the 
New York headquarters of the Men 
and Religion Forward Movement. The 
1,360 men who attended the opening 
banquet represented the best type of 
all classes of Detroit business and 
social life. The Twenty-sixth regiment 
band from Fort Wayne furnished ex- 
cellent music, but there also were 
songs and frequently a burst of cheer- 
ing from club delegations or church 
representations. The International As- 
sociation quartet sang several] times in 
such an acceptable way that they were 
obliged to respond to many encores. 


The speakers all started out with the | 


idea, not of amusing their. hearers, 
but of making them think. 

“It is the boys we want,” said Chair- 
man William H. Wetherbee, as he in- 
troduced the speakers.

In a recent interview with Mrs. Wil- 
liam Lawson Peel, who Governor 
Northen says is “the best-informed au- 
thority in the state,” she was asked to 
give some facts on the subject of the 
preservation of records, which is just 
now of engrossing interest. 

“I don’t remember when my interest 
-jn records began, but for many years 
I have been extremely anxious for 
Georgia to have a complete set of 
archives, from the landing of Ogle- 
thorpe down. Other states have these, 
notably the Carolinas. Why not Geor- 
gia?’ 

“What was the beginning 
work?” 

“Well, of course, you know the orig- 
inal colonial records were here, but in 
a bad state of preservation, and some 
years ago they were given to Professor 
Scomp, of Emory college, to copy. That 
night his house burned, and they were 
destroyed. Fortunately, there were 
duplicates in England. and nothing re- 
mained but to have them copied. 

“In the summer of 1898 I spent some 
time in London. I had many conversa- 
tions with Governor Candler before 
jeaving home, and he honored me with 
a formal commission, decorated with 
the great seal of state, to make in- 
quiries into the matter of our colonial 
in the name of the state of 
Georgia. Thanks to my imposing docu- 
ment. every door was open to me. I 
had many interviews with the cus- 
todians of these papers; they took it 
up with our authorities, and the un- 
dertaking was begun.

There are many valuable records go- 
ing to waste in our old counties, which 
could yet be preserved if taken in 
hand at once, copied and arranged for 
trrinting. This could easily be done. 

There are iarge numbers eof valua- 
ble manuscripts in the Historical So- 
ciety ut Savannah which ought to be 
cepied and printed for the benefit of 
posterity. The collection in the state 
department is exceedingly rich, and 
begins at the beginning. There ers 
all sorts of documents and papers, 
headrights ard bounty grants, books 
of wills, deeds, commissions, etc., now 
almost illegible, and sonie will soon 
be lost forever. The lete General 
Cook, when secretary of state, had 
considerable work of restoration done 
at his own expense, and Governor 
did some.

must be unofficial. 
It would be well to inquire how 
this matter has been worked in other 
states. In Virginia the Historiacl So- 
ciety has done splendid work with 
its magazines, and its researches, and 
the Colonial Dames are having ,.pub- 
lished the parish records in book 
form. These books find a large sale 
at a high price. Pennsylvania a few 
vears ago had no archives, The secre- 
tary of state arranged certain files, 
Which were edited by the librarian 
and printed by the.governor.

Does not everyone agree that the 
extremes in the prevailing fashions 
and dress are open to serious criticism? 
The overdressing (indeed, I might bet- 
ter say the underdressing) of women

in their teens. This offense against 
gzood taste is a serious reflection on 
the mother in the home who permits it. 


The Question of Manners and Morals. 


It is a short,step from the question 
of dress.to that of manners. Is it not 
lamentably true that there is justifica- 
tion, for the often-heard criticism of 
older people—particularly those of an 
earlier and more gracious generation— 
that ths manners of the young person 
of tode~ are not only often lacking 
in courtesy, but are entirely too free 
and easy, far too familiar, indeed, ta 
pass muster as those of the truly well- 
bred. 

Perilously close to bad manners are 
bad morals. Indeed, in the original 
Latin, there is but one word for iman- 
ners and mcrals. Too much freedom 
and too much familiarity in behavior 
are very certain to breed contempt for 
the accepte¢@ moral standards, and it is 
a painful fect that parents these days 
overlook very much that is very close 
to the danger line. Let us ponder 
these things in ours hearts, parents 
and let us look well to our own re- 
sponsibility in this direction. 


Our Own, and Others, Too.

The past 
summer Governor Smith secured a 
appropriation from the Pea- 
body fund and Miss Mary Creswell was 
appointed to do this work. Let us 
recognize that knowledge of domestic 
science is the essential part of every 
girl's equipment for life. 


Practical Teaching for Girls, 


Shall it not be our ideal that every 
girl, rich or poor, high or low, should 
be given in our schools and colleges an 
opportunity for training in the art of 
home-making? It is said that 90 per 
cent of what is earned is spent for 
clothing, food, fue] and shelter, and 
yet no training is given as to how it 
should be spent. Dr. Harvey W. Wiley 
says: “Poor cooking is characteristic 
of our national life. We have too 
many pianos and too few cook stoves, 
too much Latin and too little intelll- 
gent leavening of bread.”

The kindergarten committee, with 
Mrs. Nellie P. Black as chairman, has 
done excellent service: as have also 
committee, Mrs.

We Should Study Parliamentary Law. 


One subject of real importance to all! 
Organized bodies, no matter how in- 
formal their meetings may be, is the 
study and thorough understanding of 
parliamentary law. I would advise a!! 
clubs to give time for parliamentary 
drills. The fundamental principles of 
parliamentary law are: “Justice for 
all, courtesy to all, one thing ut a 
time, the rule of the majority and the 
rights of the minority.’ All women 
and men who give themselves truly to 
ennobling altruistic work have as their 
motivesthe greatest good to the great- 
est number—the development of the 
best and highest in each individual. It 
is only the political trickster, with ax 
to grand and £=“selfish interests to 
further, who tries to supplant his or 
' The only criti- 
cisms which have come to me regard- 
ing your own local work are concern- 
with misunderstandings which 
could have been averted by an intelli- 
sent understanding of this subject. Let 
me urge, for the sake of peace and 
harmony, in all your future work, that 
aoe suggestion be given due consider- 
ation. 


State Editor. 


The position of state editor is next 
in importance, I believe, to that of 
State president. and is it not, in a way, 
more far-reaching? Think of the thou- 
sands of homes into which The At- 
lanta Constitution goes, and she alone 
is responsible for the spirit of these 
inspirational messages. She is depend- 
ent in large measure on the clubs and 
the president for the material with 
Which to build, The club reporters 
accgunts of actual 
doings (not social happenings), and 
the president assists by keeping her 
informed of all matters of interest . 
which naturally come to het as the 
presiding officer.

We must leave a bei- 
ter and sweeter home, a cleaner com- 
munity, a finer state, a purrer nation 
to those who are to follow us. The 
task is not too great. It is feasible 
and possible. It is our duty—God- 
given. ‘ :
